Who the Witnesses Will Be. 


“As to witnesses, there is no doubt that the 
witnesses who swore on the trial that they be- 
lieved Prendergast to be insane will be com- 
petent witnesses in the present inquiry to 
swear that he has become insane since 
sentence, notwithstanding the inconsistency of 
their position.

Darrow Criticises Gill. 

C. S. Darrow returned yesterday from 
Springfield, where he had used his powers of 
argument.and persuasion in vain on Lieut.- 
Gov. Gill to grant the stay that Judge 
Chetlain granted. Mr. Darrow ‘was 
not fevorably impressed with Gill, 
who he _ said acted hynocritically and 
only pretended to give the case a serious con- 
sideration. Hesaid he had proof that Gill 
had said that he would not dare to respite 
Prendergast, because public opinion was too 
strong the other way. As to the procedure of 
today, Mr. Darrow said it was a hard-hearted 
man who cotffd begrudge it to the prisoner. 
**It can never affect the sentence of execu- 
tion,’’ he said, ** and would, as I view it, inflict 
a worse penalty. Prendergast would have to 
hve in confinement, with the shadow of the 
gallows over him, andany improvement in 
his health would only be the signal for his 
execution. For my part, I would rather be 
hanged and be done with it, but I have:no 
right to make such a choice for another. 
Then, too, the demoralizing effect of an un- 
just execution is a thing to be shunned for the 
sake of the community.”’ 

Prendergast Writes a Priest. 


Prendergast gave little evidence yesterday 
of feeling of afly sort in connection with the 
stay of execution which had been granted 
him. He walked in his cell nearly the entire 
day. Just before Higgins was swinging in 
air the assassin seemed to arouse himself. At 
11 o’clock he arose suddenly from his cot 
and began to scribble on apiece of paper. 
He expressed regret for Higgins, adding, 
however, that’ the murderer of McCooey 
had had a fair trial and that the 
law should take its course. What he 
wrote, however, proved to be at variance 
with the conclusions he had expressed with 
reference to the law taking its; course. This 
was a note to Father Dore in which he asked 
him to make another effort to secure from the 
Governor clemency for Higgins. He told the 
priest to telegraph the Governor or acting 
Governor, whiehever could be reached, and if 
possible secure for Higgins an extended lease 
of life. The note was taken to Father Dore 
by one of the jai! attachés. 

When the drop fell which sent Higgins to 
his doom and the howl went up from the pris- 
oners confined in the jail Prendergast kept 
silent. When the noise had subsided he 
asked: ‘“‘Isitall over?’ ‘** Yes, Higgins has 
been hung,”’ he was answered. Ile drooped 
his head and said nothing. , 

Sheriff Gilbert early in the day signified his 
intention to abide by the decision of Judge 
Chetlain. 

“‘ No, Prendergast will not be hanged to- 
day,’ he said, when asked if he would inter- 
fere with the order’ of the court. ‘°* The 
Sheriff’s office will not interfere, at least.”’ 
Sheriff Gilbert was asked also what he would 
have doneif the hour of execution had ar- 
rived with the hearing before Judge Chetlain 
unfinished. But the bare thought of such an 
embarrassing situation was too painful for 
him to entertain it. **O,” he said, *‘do not 
ask me that. I never crossa bridge until I 
come to it, and least of all would I cross a 
bridge when I know I never will come to it. 
The danger of such a complication is over 
and I do not want to discuss it.”’ 


SECOND STORM RAGING IN THE WEST. 


Snow Falling Heavily at Deadwood—First 
Trains Are Sent Through. 

Deapwoop, 8. D., March 23.—Two trains 
came in today on the Eikhorn and one on the 
Burlington and Missouri, virtually opening 
the blockade. The former had two engines, 
and the front one was covered with snow up 
to the smokestack. The Eikhorn’s track to 
Bald Mountain is open to Portland, but the 
Burlington and Missouri’s line to Spear Fish 
is still blockaded. Both lines will keep their 
plows at work oa the Deadwood line to keep 
it open. Another storm set in this afternoon 
at4o’clock with great violence, and it is 
snowing furiously. 

Laramie, Wyo., March 23.—Robert Baker, 
a sheep-herder, was fouad frozen to death on 
the plains tive miles from this place today. 
Baker and a man named Small were in charge 
of 3,000 sheep. Last night the storm became 
so severe they decided to abandon the sheep 
and endeavor to reach town. Small reached 
the railroad and followed it in. His hands 
and feet were badly frozen. 

Campen, Ark., March 23.—The Ouichita 
River is falling here and traffic over the St. 
Louis Iron Mountain railway will be resumed 
Monday or Tuesday.. Cotton belt trains can 
perhaps get through Monday. The loss of 
stock in the low land ranges is heavy. 
Warren, Ark., March 23.—TIhe railroad 
track through Saline bottoms between here 
and Monticello is submerged. The approaches 
to the bridge over the Saline are said to be 
loosened andare in a dangerous condition.

CASH FOR DELEGATES. 


TWENTY-TRIRD WARD DEMOORATIO 
METHODS UNBLUSHINGLY TOLD, 


D. W. Colford Talks Glibly Before the 
Election Commissioners of the Sullivan 
Transfer to Lyons at $100 to the Dele- 
gate—Judges in the Sixth Ward Whom 
the Board Will Be Asked to Weed Out 
as Decidedly Objectionalile=Sus pects to 
Prove Their Rights Today. 


Some important developments as to Demo- 
cratic electioneering methods were brought to 
light yesterday before the Board of Election 
Commissioners in connection with the Demo- 
cratic row in the Twenty-third Ward. It was 
unblushingly acknowledged by one of the 
Aldermanic candidates that his delegates had 
been bought off at $100 a head and that he 
himself was the agent in negotiating the sale. 
Another witness put the price at $250 a head. 
But the Aldermanic candidate thought that 
price too high. 

It will be remembered that at the prima- 
ries, which were held a week ago yesterday, 
William Donahoe, a groggerykeeper, won 
eight delegates, Thomas P. Sullivan, 
u grocerykeeper, obtained six, and 
Johnny Lyons had to be satisfied 
with thre delegates. The seventeen 
when they fiet in convention could not agree 
on a candidate, though they remained in ses- 
sion nearly five hours and adjourned at 2 
o’clock last Saturday morning. 

Negotiations for Purchase. 

It was after this that the negotiations for 
purchase commenced. Sullivan transferred 
his delegates to Lyons. They united with the 
three who were for Lyons in the first instance 
and the nine signed a paper affirming that 
Lyons was the duly nominated Democratic 
candidate for Alderman. The Democratic 
Executive committee repudiated this action 
and certified to the Election Commissioners 
that Saloonkeeper Donahoe was the regular 
nominee, Donahoe’s friends followed up this 
action before the Election Board yesterday 
by offering to prove that some of those who 
voted for Lyons and who signed the certifi- 
cate in his behalf were *‘ unduly influenced.”’ 
For this purpose they put one of the Lyons 
delegates, D. W. Colford, on the stand. 

Delegate Colford’s testimony, which was 
given under oath, was highly sensational. He 
idmitted that he had signed a certificate de- 
claring under oath that he had voted for 
Lyons and that Lyons was the regular nomi- 
pee but he added that he did all that to please 
Candidate Sullivan, and intimated that he 
had been promised $1,500 for so doing. 
Candidate Sullivan, who was present, there- 
upon felt called upon to explain, and he did 
so by deciaring that Lyons had promised him 
$1,000 for his delegation, each of the six 
delegates to get $100 and $400 to be spent 
in the canvass for Lyons’ interest. The ad- 
mission caused considerable merriment. If 
Lyons is declared the nominee it is possible 
that the Sullivan delegates will get $100 each, 
and. that Mr. Sullivan himself will have $400 
to spend in Lyons’ interest. And this is the 
way they manage Democratic politics in the 
Twenty-third Ward. The Election Commis. 
sioners took the contest under advisement. 


One Assessor for Lake View. 


The board rendered an important decision 
in the Lake View Town officers’ case, holding 
that only one candidate should be nominated 
by either party for Assessor. This decision is 
in favor of the Republicans, who nominated 
James Pease. The Democrats named three 
candidates for Assessor under the Peoria act, 
which Judge Bretitano-has dettared to be 
unconstitutional. Attorney Boyle in the 
opinion on which the board acted said: 

‘‘Judge Brentano, by whom the case was 
heard, in an able and. exhaustive opinion dis- 
cussing the objections to the law and review- 
ing the Constitution and authorities and the 
revenue law relative to the question under 
consideration holds that the law is defective, 
invalid, and unconstitutional and that the 
writ of mandamus asked should be granted. 
I am therefore of the opinion that the wisest 
and safest course for your honorable body to 
pursue is to follow the decision rendered by 
Judge Brentano.” ° 

This the board did. James Pease’s name 
willappear for Assessor inthe Republican 
column, therefore, and Knute Nelson’s name 
in the Democratic column. 

In the Fourth Ward case Attorney Judd ap- 
peared for Frank Herr, who objected to the 
petitions of P. K. Hardin and Archibald 
Winne as insufficient. D. J. Schuyler and 
Frank O. Parker appeared for Winne. It-ap- 
pears that the vote cast in the ward at the last 
December election was 6,413. Winne has 
351 signers to his petition, but Attorney Judd 
showed that of these fifty-seven were not qual- 
ified voters in that their names do not appear 
on the registers; that one name appears 
twice, and that three signers are not residents 
of the ward. This reduces the numoder to 
less than the required 5 per cent of the votes 
at the last election. Winne’s attorney at- 
tempted to show that all the signers were 
qualified voters of the ward and that the 5 
per cent should be figured on the vote at the 
last general election, that of November, when 
the ward vote was not as heavy as at the De. 
cember special election. 

Came Near Giving Up. 

The objection to Mr. Manierre’s petition in 
the Twenty-fourth Ward was almost similar. 
The objectors held that there was not the nec- 
essary number of signers to the petition in the 
first place; that some of the names also ap- 
pear on other petitions; that some of the 
signers live in other wards; and that the 
names were duplicated. Mr. Manierre’s at- 
torney was about to give up his case when 
Chief Clerk Taylor suggested that, if the No- 
vember election is taken as the basis of calcu- 
lation, Mr/ Manierre’s petition, after allowing 
all the objections, is sufficient. Commis- 
sioner Hutchings was for allowing the objec- 
tions to stand and therefore for ruling out 
Mr. Manierre’s name, but finally the whole 
matter was taken under advisement with the 
Fourth Ward case. 

The objections to Moore, the colored candi- 
date in the Third Ward, were ruled out. 

Attorney Kraus and Attorney Tripp were 
present tu argue the Griesheimer-Ruddy case, 
but,.as there were to be many witnesses ex- 
amined and the hour was late, the hearing was 
postponed until 11 o’clock today.

He thought the suit was probably in 
regard to some other opera, as the copyright 
to the “‘Ogallallas”’ was secured some time 
ago.

MILLIONAIRE SUES FOR HIS FREEDOM. 


William Henry’ King of Boston Wants Re- 
lease from Insane Asylum, 

Boston, Mass., March 23,—The case of 
Millionaire William Henry King, who has 
been confined in the McLean Asylum for the 
Insane since 1870 and who is petitioning the 
court for liberty, was resumed today before 
Judge Aldrich in the United States Circuit 
Court. The court appointed John S. H, French 
of Portsmouth, N. H., guardian ad interim, 
with instructions to investigate the allega- 
tion of both sides and report at a subsequent 
session of the court. In answer to the return 
of the officials to the writ of habeas corpus 
recently served on them commanding them to 
produce the body of the millionaire in court, 
to which they replied that he was in a mental 
and physical condition which precludes his 
appearance, counsel for King denied that 
the petitioner was violently insane;~ and 
they also denied that King is legally 
held under the statutes of Massachusetts. At- 
torney Avery, for King, made the motion for 
the appointment of a guardian ad interim, 
and all parties agreed to the plan. The court 
adjourned until next Tuesday. In the mean- 
time the various attorneys will busy them- 
selves in Rhode Island and New Vork accumu- 
lating evidence to decide who shall have the 
custody of the old man and his great wealth. 


TEXANS RESENT CHICAGO MEDDLING, 


Telegram Regarding Lynching of Negroes 
Met with Taunts About Anarchists. 

Wuagton, Tex., March 23.—(Special.]— 
Citizens here are highly incensed over the 
telegram sent by the Anti-Lynching League 
of Chicago to Gov. Hogg protesting against 
the lynching of the sixteen negroes now in 
jail for the murder of H. G. Bouldin. The 
sentiment generally expressed is that Chicago 
has its hands full handling its Anarchists and 
its interference in Texas matters is undesired. 
The sentiment now is that the law be allowed 
to take its course. 

Austis, Tex., March 23.—Referring to the 
telegram sent from Chicago last night warn- 
ing Gov. Hogg of Texas that he will be held 
responsible by the Anti-Lynching League for 
the lynching of sixteen negroes in Matagorda 
County, should he make no effort to protect 
them, the Governor said: ‘I ‘have received 
no such dispatch nor have Lany information 
of a contemplated lynching of negroes in 
Matagorda County. H. G. Bouldin, a promi- 
nent planter, was shot to death by negroes in 
that county March 19, and several of them 
are under arrest, but everything is quiet. As 
the league has seen fit to communicate with 
me through the papers I'll pay no attention 
to their telegram should I receive it,”’

THE PRIMA DONNA TOO ILL TO AP- 
PEAR IN “MIGNON.” 


Her Maid Says She Is Suffering from the 
Effects of a Cold, but It Is Also Said 
She Does Not Like the Part of Mignon 
Because Mignon Is a Young Girl and 
Wears Low-Heeled ShoeseShe Objects 
to Singing Good Friday — Arnoldson 
Takes Her Place Acceptably. 


‘* Mignon”’ was the opera at the Auditorium 
last night, but it was “ Mignon” without 
Mme, Calvé. While Mme. Arnoldson was 
singing the part of Mignon in the place of 
Mme.

While 
singing it in Boston she had a painful fall and 
for some days was confined to her apartments. 
Furthc -more she has a devided aversion to 
playing the part. Atadinner given for her 
last week on the Lake-Shore drive Calvé un- 
bosomed herself regarding the part. She said 
that Mignon was a child—a young child. Then 
she shrugged her shoulders and asked if she 
looked like a young—a very young child, 
Not one in the company was ungallant 
enough to dispute the madame. Then she 
spoke of the low-heeled shoes she had to wear 
in the part. She did not like low-heeled 
shoes, she said. They were unpleasant. 

Yesterday was Good Friday, and as Mme. 
Calvé is a devout Roman Catholic some peo- 
ple when they heard of her illness said that if 
Good Friday and Mignon had not come to- 
gether—— Well, things might have been 
different. 

Mme, Calvé was, however, truly iil last 
night. She was in bed and a doctor was in 
constant attendance. Callers were denied 
admittance to her, but her maid told 
the story oof her illness. She _ said 
that after the performance of ‘Cav- 
alleria Rusticana ”’ Wednesday night 
Mme. Calvé had caught a severe cold and that 
it had developed into ‘aches in all’ her 
bones.”” Yesterday morning she took to her 
bed and a physician was called in. Mme, 
Calvé, the maid said, was resting easily last 
night, but was weak and must have rest. 
Tnat Mignon or Good Friday was in any 
manner connected with her illness she denied. 

‘* Madame,” she suid, ** is very fond of the 
part of Mignon.

MAY NOT MEET ON THE STEPS. 


Special Act of Congress Necessary for an 
Assemblage in Capitol Grounds, 

Washinetor, D. C.. March 23.—There is 
one circumstance which may interfere with 
the main features of Gen, Coxey’s program at 
Washington. It has been said that the object 
of his bringing his army here is to assemble it 
on the steps of the Capitol the Ist of May tor 
the purpose of impressing its views upon Con- 
gress. To do this it will be necessary to first 
secure authority from Congress. as there are 


“specific acts upon the statute books forbidding 


the assemblage of crowds in the Capitol or in 
the Capitol grounds for the holding of any 
sort of public meeting. except the sessions of 
Congress and the assemblages which 
are incident to the inauguration 
of a President. These laws go 
to the extent of forbidding organized parades 
through the Capitel grounds. The Jaw is also 
very strict in regard to the invasion of the 


grounds, and when the societies are given 


permission to march through them they are 
required to keep strictly upon the walks and 
driveways. Only on the occasion of inaugu- 
rations are people permitted to overrun the 
grounds. 

There is no place near the Capitol available 
for Mr. Coxey’s purpose, and if he should be 
refused permission tor the. assemblage of his 
foilowers on the Capitol steps (which permis- 
sion can be granted only by a special act of 
Congress) the proceedings probably would not 
make so great an impression upon Congress 
as is intended. That the necessary consent 
for the use of the Capitol grounds could be ob- 
tained for this purpose is considered extreme- 
ly doubtful. Congress has always shown it- 
self jealous of the general use of the Capitol 
Building and grounds and a departure in 
favor of Coxey’s brigade is almost unlikely. 
The Commissioners of the District of Colum- 
bia have not considered as a board the in- 
tended invasion of Coxey’s army. Commis- 
sioner Ross was asked what the plan of re- 
ception would be. He is not inclined to look 
upon the matter and said: 

** It’s hard to believe that sensible people 
will enter into such a move. If it's a body 
that threatens the peace, it is to be supposed 
that the Governors of the States will arrest its 
progress. We will probably not take any 
action until we hear that the body has started. 
When we hear that it has actually started and 
is moving on Washington instructions will be 
given to properly deal with them.”’ 


TROUBLE AHEAD IN PITTSBURG. 


Recruits Arrested and Steps Taken to Keep 
the Army Off Private Grass. 

_ .Prrtseure, Pa., March 23.—[{Special.}— 
Seven nrore recruits who were on their way to 
join Coxey’s army were arrestedin the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne ard Chicago railroad yards 
in Lower Allegheny today and a charge of 
trespass lodged against them. They were a 
dirty tooking crowd, and gave their places of 
residence as Lancaster and Philadeiphia. 
They said they were on their way to join 
Cokey’s army. They will not get there in 
time to start, The Pennsylvania company of- 
ficials are taking every precaution 
to prevent tramps from mass ing 
at Massillon.

REFUSES A WRIT FOR M’KANE, 


Justice O’Brien Scores the Attorneys Who 
Made the Application. 

New York, March 23.—/Special. |—Thomas 
A, Atchison, P. A. Campbeil, and Robert H. 
Griffin applied to Justice O’Brien of the Su- 
premeé Court today for a writ of habeas corpus 
for John Y. McKane. This was the second 
application’ by these lawyers to Justice 
O’Brien. The application was denied with 
these remarks: “If the effort of coun- 
sel is to make criminal proceedings 
ridiculous. and to bring the writ of habeas 
corpus into contempt they may have suc- 
ceeded. What advantage is to be gained by 
bringing the prisoner to the city and having 
him returned, or what question can be pre- 
sented not already passed upon is not made 
manifest. Where an application once fully 
presented has been denied the remedy, as 
counsel well knows, is by an appeal, It is 
trifling with the court and Judges, and will 
make a farce of habeas corpus if counsel cap- 
not be prevented from making repeated ap- 
plications to the same Judge.” 

It was said in Brooklyn today that the legal 
proceedings against the men implicated in 
last November’s fraudulent election in 
Gravesend .will be completed next week. 
The indicted men, following the lead of Jus- 
tice Newton, are running to cover in a panic, 
and it is probable that no more 
jury trials will be necessary. Live- 
ly negotiations were suid to be 
in progress today between counsel for the ac- 
cused ones and the prosecuting officers, witha 
view to making terms on which pleas of 
guilty will be accepted. The sentence of 
Newton is construed as meaning that Crow 
Hill and not Sing Sing w.ii be the destination 
of those who throw themselves on the mercy 
of the court. 

Justices Giadding and Stryker, whose of, 
fenses were merely technical errors of omis-' 
sion, al likely to escape trial by having the 
indictments against them quashed. Few ob- 
jections will be interposed, as at no time has 
it been made to appear that they were en- 
gaged in any of the conspiracies. 

Nicholas J. Johnson, Harlan Crandall, Fred- 
erick E, Bader, and Washington I. Tuttle, in- 
dicted election officials, were surrendered by 
their bondsmen to the Sheriff today. All! pro- 
cured fresh bail except Tuttle, who was taken 
to the Raymond Street jail.

MADE ELICTRICITY, 
James Caulfield Loses His Sight Through 
an Overhead Trolley Wire. 

New York, March 23.—([Spécial.1—James 
Caulfield, a reporter on a Brooklyn news- 
paper, has suddenly become totally blind in 
en extraordinary manner.

POWDER STAINS ON THE WALL, 


All Theories in the Fuller Murder 


Changed By One Discovery. 

New Yous, March 23.—{Special.]—A dis- 
covery was made today in the office where 
Miss Martha J Fuller met her death which 
completely revolutionizes thé theories of the 
shooting heretofore _ advanced. lt has 
already . been stated that marks re- 
sembhing blood stains were found 
upon the wall over Miss Fuller’s desk. Some 
of the more pronounced of these marks were 
dug out of the wall at the time by the police 
for examination. There were numerous other 
marks left, Kowever, whose character was Con- 
sidered doubtful and therefore insignificant. 
They were at first believed to be bits of hair, 
next infinitesimal splashes of blood, and 
finally splatters of ink. : An examination 
of these marks under the muscroscope today 
revealed the important fact that they are 
powder stains. They spread over an area of 
at least two and a half feet upon the board 
partition separating Mullen’s private office 
from that occupied by Magee and Miss Fuller. 
Upon the wall about four inches above the 
top of the desk hunga calendar. There are 
at least ten blood spets on this calendar, and 
spread out atan angle of thirty-five degrees 
from it are the powder stains of which no 
note has heretofore been taken. 


HEYERMAN PLEADs NOT GUILTY,

CHICAGO MEN GREATLY INTERESTED. 


Merchants Earnestly Desire the Removal 
Here of the Indian Supply Depot. 

Chicago merchants who deal in goods that 
the government is in the habit of supplying 
the Indians are interested deeply in the out- 
come of the present hearing in Washington 
concerning the transfer of the Indian ware- 
houses from New York to this city. This in- 
terest appears to be as great almost on ac- 
count of the shifting position that Secretary 
of the Interior Smith has taken within a day 
or two as on account of future money profit 
to Chicago merchants. 

“The government,” said Franklin Mac- 
Veagh, * would gain materially by a transfer 
of the warehouses to Chicago, for -when once 
removed here there would be nearly as many 
bids on contracts made from New York as at 
present, and many times more made in Chi- 
cago. The result of the competition would 
be lower prices, As it is at present Chicago 
men will bid but little in New York, unless 
they happen to have goods in that city ready 
to deliver. On the other hand, New York 
men would bid on contracts offered for 
goods to be warehoused here, and send 
on their goods because Chicago is be- 
tween New York 
of delivery of the goods 
Indians. We can get all the staples called for 
in Indian supplies near Ghicago, and inas- 
much as this city is greatly nearer the points 
of distribution of the articles it is the logical 
location for the warehouses.”’ 

At Sprague, Warner & Co.’s it was said that 
nearly every staple was cheaper in Chicago 
than in New York, and inasmuch as the gov- 
ernment was supposed to be looking for bene- 
fits for itself and not for that of New York 
there could be no good reason for refusing the 
transfer of the warehouses. 


REPORT FROM THE PATENT OFFICE, 


Commissioner Seymour Shows That His 
Department Is Flourishing. 
Wasuineton, D. C., March 23.—Commis- 
sioner of Patents John S. Seymour has sub- 
mitted his annual report for the calendar 
year 1893 to Congress. The total number of 
applications for patents received during the 
year was 37,293. There were 23,670 patents 
granted, including designs, 99 patents reis- 
sued, and 1,677 trade-marks registered. The 
number of patents which expired was 14,172. 
The total receipts over expenditures to the 
credit of the Patent Office now held by the 
United, States Treasury amount to $4,281,- 
743. At the beginning of the year the 
applications awaiting action aggregated 
9,127. The number of applications now 
nding is 6,261. *The American 
atent Office system,” says the Commis- 
sioner, “has been developed to higher per- 
fection than that of any other country in the 
world. The patents granted under it up to 
Jan. 1, 1894, number 521,700, while those 
granted in all other countries combined ag- 
gregate 817,362. There is reason to believe 
that an era of still greater construction power 
and keener speculative insight will-follow 
with a train of notable inventions. The 
national character is favorable.”’ 
ARID LANDS FOR ACTUAL SETTLERS, 
Secretary Smith Approves the Bill Pre- 
sented by Senator Carey. 
Wasuineton, D. C., March 23.—The Senate 
Committee on Public Lands will probably 
soon take up Senator Carey’s bill granting to 
each of the arid-land States and Territories a 
million acres of the public lands, to be sold 
to settlers*in lots of 160 acres each. The 
Secretary of the Interior indorses the bill, 
and the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office has written a letter in which he takes 
advanced ground in favor of the improve- 
ment of the arid regions by placing the work 
under the control of the various’ States. He 
says: ‘The bill is clear and guarded in 
its terms. It is in the interest 
of small The United 
States holds the title until the Jands 
reserved are actualiy reclaimed and settled. 
This, if successful, is the great object to be 
attained.’’ The States and Territories to 
which the bill would apply if it should be- 
come alaware: Arizona, California, Colo- 
rado, Idaho, Montana, New Mexico, North 
Dakota, Oregon, South Dakota, Utah, Wash- 
ington, and Wyoming. 


MINISTER THURSTON MAKES DENIAL, 


Says He Has Received No Letter of Recall 
from the Dole Government. 

Wasnuineton, D. C., March 23.—Minister 
Thurston, when seen today relative to the re- 
port that notice of his recall as diplomatic 
representative at Washington of the provis- 
ioval government at Hawaii had been sent to 
him, said he had no knowledge 
of a letter of recall or that 
the Hawaiian Government was anxious 


for his presence to assist in transferring it 
into a republican institution. There ié no 
mail now on the way from San Francisco, he 
said, the last mail which has arrived there 
having been received at the legation. He de- 
clined to discuss the probability of a change 
in-the form of government, saying that he 
had no recent information concerning the po- 
litical situation in the islands.

FOR A BOUNTY AND DUTY ON SUGAR, 


Senator Hansbrough Preparing an Im- 
portant Tariff Amendment. 

Wasuinerox, D. C., March 23.—Senator 
Hansbrough of North Dakota is preparing an 
amendment which he will offer to the tariff 
bill, restoring the present bounty on sugar 
and placing a duty of 6 per cent ad valorem 
on refined sugar. He thinks it will receive 
the support of all Republicans, the Populists, 
and the two Louisiana Senators, which would 
carry it in the Senate bya majority of one 
vote.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 23.—Letters re.

HATCH MADE HAPPY. | 


FAVORABLE REPORT ORDERED ON 
HIS ANTI-OPTION BILL. 


Inquisitorial and Taxing: Features That 
Will Annoy Dealers and Obstruct Trade 
“Proposition to Have the Bill Take 
Effect After July 1 Next—Pacific Coast 
Republicans and Démocrats Oppose the 
New Chinese TreatyGeary’s Bitter At- 

' tack on Attorney-General Olney. 


Wasuinerton, D. C., March 23.—[{Special. ]— 
Farmer Haich will soon present bis anti-op- 
tion measure to the House of Representatives, 
for the committee, of which he is Chairman, 
this morning agreed to his bill by a vote'of 
10 to 2. * All the absentees from the com- 

‘mittee meeting,’ remarked Mr. Hatch, “ are 
favorable to the proposition, and the majority 
in the committee isa fair reflection of the 
sentiment of the House. It wili take two or 
three days for me to finish my report, and as 
soon as this is accomplished the bill will be 
brought into the House for action.” 

There is little difference in the measure 
agreed upon today by the Committee on Ag- 
riculture from the bill already printed and 
scattered throughout the United States, the 
possible exception being in the sixth and sev- 
enth sections. This portion of the bill relates 
to the taxation on dealers and products, and 
in the case of the former a cut of 50 per cent 
has been made, or $12, instead of $24 as 
fixed in the original bill. But it is in Sec. 
7 that the most changes occur, pro- 
vision being made for the _ affixing 
of revenue stamps to the original 
and duplicate of every options and futures con- 
tract at the time of its execution. Every bill 
of sale executed shall have a two.cent stamp 
attached to each written or printed instru- 
ment evidencing any transfer or assignment; 
and to options or futures contracts there shall 
be affixed stamps representing taxes as fol- 
lows: For every 10,000 pounds of raw or un- 
manufactured cotton, hops, pork, lard, bacon. 
dry salted and pickled meats, one cent; for 
every 1.000 bushels of wheat, three cents; 
every 1,000 bushels of corn, oats, rye, and 
barley, two cents. In the original bill it was 
twe ceats per pound and 10 cents per bushel. 

Tax on Expiring Contracts. 

Every options contract that expires by 

limitation without an absolute sale and actual 


1 delivery is assessed one cent for every 10,000 


pounds, three cents for every 1,000 bushels 
of wheat, and two cents per bushel for the 
other commodities. 

All the inquisitorial and administrative feat- 
ures of the original bill are preserved in the 
one adopted today, and it is the boast of 
Farmer Hatch that his committee did not 
adopt a single an.endment which was not sat- 
isfactory to himself. It will be noticed that 
flour is stricken from the list of products. 
This action, it is claimed, had been taken 
after a conference between Senator Washburn 
and Farmer Hatch. Accordingto the con- 
cluding section of the bill the act isto take 
effect from and after July 1, 1894. My 

Another amendment was adopted by which 
a person engaged in the business may move 
from any State to another on notice to the 
Collector of the district in which his business 
is carried on. The notice to the Collector 
must state the principal city whither his busi- 
ness is carried. This amendment was adopted 
to meet the objections of Southern members 
who represent constituents dealing in cotton 
who move frequently from place to place and 
who would not be able conveniently to fur- 
nish a penalty bond for the observance of the 
law in each city in which they may be doing 
business. 

In the first section, which defines options, 
the bill has been amended so as to apply to 
‘*any person as vendee tor whom or in whose 
behalf such contract is made,”’ as well as to 
the party acquiring the right to sell or deliver 
to another at a future time or within a desig- 
nated month or other period. The same mod- 
ification as to the time limit was made with 
regard to “‘ future’ contracts. 

Inquisitorial Provisions. 


All options and future contracts and trans- 
fers and assignments thereof are to be in 
writing and signed in duplicate by the parties 
thereto, and every options contract is to state 
in explicit terms the time when the right or 
privilege of delivering or the right of demand- 
ing the delivery of the articles. named therein 
shall expire, and every futures contract is to 
state in explicit terms the quantity and the 
day upon which or the last day of the period 
within which the articles contracted to be sold 
shall be delivered. In each such contract 
the party contracting or the party for whom 
he acts as agent, etc., shall state explicitly 
whether he is or is not the owner of the arti- 
cle or articles contracted to be sold and dé- 
livered, or has or has not therefore acquired 
it or them by purchase, or is or is not then 
entitled to the right of the future possession 
of such articles. Any such contract not in- 
cluding such statements and not so made and 
signed shall be unlawful. 

Dealers are required to keep a book for 
recording on the day of its execution the date 
of options and futures contracts, those which 
may be transferred or assigned to such deal- 
ers, and all other information incidental there- 
to, which book is to be subject to inspection 
by the revenue officers. Monthly returns are 
to be made to the revenue collectors, who, in 
return, at stated periods, are to make reports 
to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 

Provision is made for the preparation of 
suitable stamps denoting the taxes required 
by the act to be paid therewith and for pun- 
ishing counterfeiters thereof. Persons violat- 
ing the provisions of the act are to be liabletoa 
fine or imprisonment in addition to the taxes 
prescribed in the act. 


PACIFIC COAST PEOPLE AROUSED. 


Democratic Opposition Growing to the 
Proposed New Chinese Treaty. 

Wasuineton, D/C., March 23.—[Special. ] 
—Judge Gresham’s Chinese treaty does not 
seem to be strengthening his hold on the Pa- 
cific coast Democrats. The Bourbons from 
out that way insist that it is another evidence 
that Gresham went into Cleveland’s Cabinet 
for the purpose of destroying the Democratic 
party from within. The same complaint was 
made by the Southern Democrats when the 
administration undertook to set up a dusky 
Queen on a rotten throne in Hawaii, 
Mr. Cleveland has learned a good deal since 
he signed the Scott exclusion act in 1888 
as a campaign scheme to win votes. Dur.- 
ing his present administration he has had 
little patience with wholesale Chinese ex. 
clusion without previous stipulation. Never- 
theless, he was willing to take whatever po- 
litical advantage accrued from the Geary law. 
While the treaty is kept secret it is not im- 
possible to discuss its full effect on Chinese 
immigration to the United States. Neverthe- 
less, enough of its provisions have been 
learned accurately to convince the Pacific 
coast people that it means the letting down of 
all the bars raised by the various exclusion 
acts. In view of the great public interest at- 
taching toitan effort will be made to have 
the treaty given publicity. 

San Francisco, Cal., March 23.—The Exec. 
utive committee of the Republican State Cen-

NEW CHINESE TREATY IS EXTOLLED 


News Touching the Convention Favorable 
to Secretary Gresham’s Work. 

Wasuixcton, D. C,, March 23.—Some sur- 
prise is manifested in administration circles 
at the opposition that has already developed 
to the new Chinese treaty. The treaty, said 
one who spoke for the State Department to- 
day, is the outcome ofnonths of patient work 
and skill‘ul negotigtion, and it was hoped the 
State Department had succeeded at last in 
settling ina manner that would be entirely 
satisfactory the question of regulating Chi- 
nese immigration. For nearly ten years 
this subject has been a source of trouble, and 
the public has surely appreciated the danger 
to which the country has been exposed of a 
total severance of friendly relations with 
China, with the probable loss of our 
valuable commercial relations with that coun- 
try. The correspondence which has passed in 
that time between our State Department and 
the diplomatic representatives of the Chinese 
Government, however, makes this very clear, 
for the Chinese have some very severe 
uage in charging our government with a 


la > 
deliberate violation of treaty and the replies 


| of. our department have been rather weak in 


meeting the charge. So in negotiating the 
treaty now before the Senate for ratification 
the. administration felt that it had achiev 
some very desirable results, for not only had 
it set at rest the morally sound complaint of 
the Chinese Government, but it had at the 
same time preserved in tne form of sacred 
treaty obligations, all of the restrictive 
features of the existing Chinese restriction 
laws that, in the opinion of the department, 
were worthy of perpetuation. This result 
was secured with the entire approval of the 
Chinese Government. 
May Be Approved by the Senate. 

There was a reasonable certainty also that 
the treaty would meet with the approval of 
the Senate uniess there had beena great 
change in public opinion within the last few 
years, for it was framed on the lines of the 
treaty negotiated by Secretary Bayard in 
1887. which had received the unqualified 
sanction of the Senate. Nek 

It is felt that some of the criticisms which 
have been passed upon the new treaty are up- 
reasonable or else have been made under a 
misconception of the exact scope of in- 
strument. Such, for instance, is said to be 
the complaint that the treaty opens the way 
to fraud, in that it will permit Chinese who 
leave the United States with the express de- 
termination to return to sell their papers to 
other Chinese and thus keep up a stream of 
immigration. Asa matter of fact the treaty 
clothes the Collectors of .Customs at immi- 
grant ports with the widest measure of dis- 
cretion in this particular and they may frame 
their regulations relative to identification of 
Chinese returning to America with such com- 
pleteness as to make it absolutely im possible 
for any substitution to take placeand thus in- 
sure the country against further immigration 
of Chinese. 

The Pacific coast Republicans were em- 
phatie in condemning the treaty. 

Representative Bowers of California said: 
‘This treaty is a part of the general syimpa- 
thy of the present administration with the 
Chinese, The theory of the Geary law was 
sharply restrictive, and the theory of this 
treaty is to nullify the restrictions.”’ 

Representative Hilborn of California, who 
was United States District Attorney during 
the first prosecution of Chinese under the 
original exclusion law, said of the new treaty: 
‘Our people, missionaries and others, take 
their lives in their hands when they go twenty 
niles into the interior. China will never 
grant us the protection she asks for her peo- 
ple in this country. The proposed treaty will 
be a great shock to the Pacitic States,” 

Chinese Registration. 

Following is an official report from Inter- 
nal Revenue Collectors touching the number 
of Chinamen who have applied to register.

OUT WITH THE AXES 


FIRST PITOHED BATTLE OF THE COM- 
‘ ING CAMPAIGN. 


Judge Shope Declines a Renomination for 
the Supreme Court and Materially Com- 
plicates Matters in the Fourth Judicial 
DistricteHalfa Dozen Candidates Figur- 
ing for the PlacemMany Congressional 
Combinations Making in the Fifteenth 
and Sixteenth—Neece on Earth Again. 


JACKSONVILLE, IIl., March 23.—[Special. ]— 
The first pitched battle of an exceedingly 
promising year in the way of political strife 
will be fought here next week. Justice Shope 
of the Supreme Court declines a renomina- 
tion, sn honor which would probably have 
been accorded him by acclamation. Judge 
Shope intends to engage in the practicé of the 
lawin Chicago. The district, known as the 
Fourth, is overwhelmingly Democratic. The 
convention meets next Wednesday, and no 
living man can tell when or how it will end. 
The counties in the judicial district, with their 
representation in the coming convention, are 
as follows: 


There are eight avowed candidates for the 
nomination, with other counties yet to hear 
from. They are: Judge Bonney and W. T. 
Vandeventer of Adams, C. J. Scofield of Han- 
cock, Judge Bailey of McDonough, Jeff Orr 
of Pike, O. P. Thompson of Morgan, and 
Lyman Lacy of Mason. 

When the ballotting begins Bonney will 
have nineteen from Adams, Scofield Han- 
cock’s ten, Bailey McDonough’s eight, 
Vandeventer four from Brown and five from 
Schuyler, Orr nine from Pike and thirteen 
from Fulton, and Lacy six from Mason, six 
from Cass, four from Menard, and three from 
Scott. On the second ballot the thirteen 
from Fulton will leave Orr and go to Lacy, 
where they will camp. 

All of which is as complicated as the 
mechanism of a high grade Swiss watch. 
The more puzzling features of the contest re- 
main to be told. Three Congressional nomi- 
nations are involved, together with a lot of 
Circuit Judgeships, a member of the State 
Board of KEgqualization, and no _ end 
of smaller positions. To begin with, 
Adams, Hancock, Brown, Schuyler, and 
McDonough are in the same judicial 
and Congressional districts. If they could 
combine and lug in either Pike’s nine or 
Fulton’s thirteen they would own the political 
earth and some outlying provinces. This can- 
not be done. George Anderson of Adams 
wants to go to Congress. He and Mr. Vande- 
venter, who lately removed from Brown 
County, are partners in the practice of the 
law. Judge Bonney has selected with rare 
discretion the nineteen delegates from Ad- 
ams, nor will he allow George Anderson on 
the delegation, for fear of a trade in the inter- 
est of Vandeventer for Judge or Anderson for 
Congress. ‘Truman Plautz has Hancock be- 
hind him for Congress and her delegates to 
the judicial convention are for Scofield, who 
selected them himself. John J. McDannold 
wants to succeed himself in Congress from 
the new Fifteenth District. He and George 
Anderson are not on the best terms in the 
world. McDannold lives in Brown County 
and her delegates are for Vandeventer, whom 
McDannold dislikes as heartily as he does 
George Ancerson. This is bad enough, but 
to add to the pleasantries of the situation, 
each candidate for the Supreme Judgeship 
has been permitted to select individual and 
personal friends as delegates to the conven- 
tion. 

Two Congressional Fighting Grounds, 

It might be as well to explain the situation 
in the Fifteenth and Sixteenth Districts con- 
cerning the outlook as to the Congressional 
nominations. In the fifteenth Adams offers 
George A. Anderson, Brown John J. McDan- 
nold, Schuyler is without a candidate, Han- 
cock supports Truman Plautz, Henderson ex- 
Representative Meyers, Warren J. H. Hanley, 
and McDonough the good old-timer William 
Neece, redivivus. Mr. Neece, since his retire- 
ment from Congress by Mr. Geat, pur- 
sued his peacefil way in McDonougn, hold- 
ing sweet converse with the grangers. He has 
improved his time by endearing himself with 
the masses. The old sway-backed pepper and 
salt colored horse William used to great effect 
in other campaigns has been called in from 
the hayrick in the fields. Her mane and tail 
are long and full of cockle burrs.

FORMER CAPITAL BELLE DIES A PAUPER, 


Mrs. Sarah Newton Blanchard Passes 
Away in Poverty at Danbury. 

Dansury, Conn., March 23.—[Special. |— 
Mrs. Sarah Newton Blanchard, at one time 
one of the most prominent of Washington so- 
ciety belles, was buried in Danbury Wednés- 
day as a pauper at the expense of the town. 
She was85 years old. Fora number of years 
she had lived in poverty, her pride preventing 
her from letting her condition be known to 
her friends. She was born in Boston, Mass., 
Feb. 18, 1810. Her parents were descendants 
of the old Wilson family of England, who at 
one time were reported to own one-half the 
City of Leeds. In her 15th year, while a stu- 
dent of Miss Topliff’s academy, in Boston. 
she had the honor of presenting Gen. Lafay- 
ette a bouquet as he passed through the city

Live Stock Exchange Adopts 
Stringent Rales, 

The ‘members of the Chicago Live Stock 
Exchange discussed the law governing the dis- 
position of lumpy-jawed cattle at their meet- 
ing yesterday and then passed it. There were 
two dissenting votes outof 700. The new 
rule provides that no member of the ex- 
change shall buy, sell, .or dispose of 
any animal . apparently affected with 
actinomochosis. commonly called lumpy- 
jaw, until the animal shall have been inspect- 
ed by a fully authorized State Veterinarian. 
Members of this exchange having possession 
or control of any animal or animals appar- 
entiy affected with the foregoing disease shall 
call on the duly authorized. veterinarian for 
inspection ; said veterinarian shall have a reg- 
ular place of business and shall promptly 
answer ail calls for inspection, 
lf the animal is doubtfui and not passed, the 
owner shall deliver it to the State Veterina- 
rian. Where the animals are inspected on 
the hoof and pronounced to be dis- 
eased or doubtful, they shall be 
slaughtered at the expense of the owner at 
a special slaughter-house, designated by 
the Board of Directors for that purpose 
under the supervision of a veteriparian ap- 
pointed by the State Board of Health, an offi- 
cer appointed by the Board of Health of the 
City of Chicago, and a representative appoint- 
ed by the Board of Directors of the exchange. . 
All carcasses found after slaughter to be > 
healthy shall be delivered to the order of the 
owners, but all carcasses found to be diseased 
shall be immediately saturated with kero- 
sene oil or otherwise rendered unfit 
for food. The condemned carcasses 
will then be tanked and, together with all 
offal, be disposed of by the exchange for the 
benefit of the owners. Any member con- 
victed of a violation of the ruleShall be fined 
$50 for each animal bought, sold, or disposed 
of before inspection. To prevent violatons 
of the rule there shail be employed one or 
more agents whose duty it shall be to prepare 
and submit evidence of any infraction.

BRICK MEN TO WIN. 


INDIOATIONS OF A SETTLEMENT OF 
THE BLUE ISLAND TROUBLE3 


Wahl Brothers’ Employes Go Back to Work 
This Morning with a Promise of 20 Per 
Cent Advance Monday — Concessions 
from the Weckler-Prussing Company= 
Strikers Decide to Go Into a Deiensive 
Union=— March Upon the Purington 
Works Averted by a “ Biuff.” 


It was said last night that. two of the four 
briekyards have aeeeded to the demands of 
the strikers. These are Wahl Brothers and 
the Weckler-Prugsing works, A committee 
of the W. H. Alsip Brick company’s men 
went to the city to present the new scale to 
the firm, but} up to a late hour last 
night it could not be learned what reply the 
tirm . made, ‘he strikers from Price & 
Robinson’s brick works at Berniceare loud in 
complaint that they have not been paid for 
two weeks’ work. It is understood the Wahl 
Bros,’ men go back to work tomorrow with 
the understanding that they get a 20 per cent 
udvance Monday next. It looks ag if the em- 
ployers generally will make concessions. 

Every one of|the 800 men employed in the 
brick works near Biue Island will hereafter 
bea union man, This much was decided at 
a meeting of the. workingmen held 
in Bruehl’s Hall in  Purington last 
night. The only quqstion which is to 
be decided now is | whether the men 
will join the Chicago union or form a union 
of theirown independent from outside in- 
fluence. This proposition is to be discussed 
today and a general committee is to settle the 
matter then. The yards which will be union- 
ized are those of the W. H. Alsip Brick 
company, Weckler-Prussing, Wahi  Bros., 
and Purifigton-Kimbell Brick com- 
pany. There were two meetings of brick- 
makers held last night. One was composed 
of the Bernice, Doiton, and Hoyt & Alsip 
men who are now on a strike, and these 
headed by President McCann of Chicago as- 
sembled ,in Biue Isiand. Nothing was 
done beyond discussing the situa- 
tion. President McCann encouraged the 
strikers and told them everything 
looked bright for a victory. The second 
meeting was the one held in Purington. The 
speakers declared that only through united 
strength could they maintain the new wages 
wheo obtained. 

March Prevented by a “ Bluff.” 

‘What sporting people calla “ bluff’ seems 
to have kept the -Blue Island brickmakers; 
now out on a strike, from marching yesterday 
morning on the works of the Purington-Kim- 
bell company at Purimgton. At the noisy 
mnass-meeting Thursday night it was deci 
to march in solid phalanx to the Purington 
works and demand the restitution of the old 
wage scale,a. 20 per cent increase over the 
prices now paid. If the owners refused this 
the ** persuaders’”’ were to be set to work on 
the 230 employés, Three hundred strikers 
assembled yesterday morning at Wattie’s Hall. 
They were restless and eager to be off. They 
were the ex-employés from Bernice, Dolton, 
and Hayt & Alsip’s yards. President M. J. 
McCann of the Brickmakers’ Union mounted 
a chair and said: 

Brothers: lam informed that the Purington 
company has forty arenes Sheriffs guarding its 
yards, Weare peaceable citizens. and as we do 
not wish to create any trouble, | think it will be 
better if we give up our resolution to go over there 
and stay here. 

McCann’s speech was a damper to the men. 
The advisability of giving up the march was 
discussed, and it was tinally decided to follow 
McCann’s advice. 

While this change of front was being made 
in Blue Isiand a lone Deputy Sheriff, Henry 
J. Beers, reinforced bya huge star anda 
couple of revolvers, stood guard over the Pur- 
ington-Kimbell works. Early in the morning 
the company expecting trouble called on the 
Sheriff for protection. The one Deputy Sher- 
iff who responded was instructed not to allow 
any striker on the premises. He looked 
fiercely up| the road toward Biue Island until 
his eyes grew dim. Noarmy hove in sight, 
Secretary Bernard gnd a member of the firm 
came down from Chicago on the first morh- 
ing train to watch developments, 

‘* Tf the strikers keep this agitation up,” he 
said, **and our men should quit, the works 
will be shut downall summer. There is noth- 
ing which affects the builders as much asa 
strike in the brickyards, and if building opera- 
tions are once suspended it will be hard to in- 
duce the builders to resume. There are 230 
men at work,and in case the strikers come 
today I shall cali on them to help me keep the 
agitators off the premises. I guess we could 
give them a good fight if they come here, for 
many of the workingmen have revolvers,” 

He Goes Back Grumbling. 


During the afternoon one of the men from 
from Wahl Bros.’ yard came over to get 
acommittee of the Purmgton employés to 
meet the Wahl men ata conference at night 
in a neighboring saloon. Deputy Sheriff 
Beers ordered him to leave,and the man 
started back to his comrades grumbling. 

Nota wheel was turned at the yards of 
W. H, Alsip & Co. and the Hayt & Alsip brick 
works, The employés of the latter firm have 
joined the Bernice and Dolton strikers, while 
those of the former have stopped work awiuit- 
ing developments. 

The Weckler-Prussing works ran without 
interruption all day, but at Wahl Bros.’ 
works the men stopped at noon. 

The strikers have established picket lines 
from all the factories around Blue Island. 
some of which ate six miles away? In this 
manner the leaders keep posted on the move- 
ments of the men. Hourly messages are sent 
- the headquarters by this “*man” telegraph 

ine, 

Several of the brick manufacturers met 
yesterday at the Builders’ and Traders’ Ex- 
change to talk over their strike. They 
said: ‘** The strike now includes all the 
yards at Dolton, Bernice, and Blue Island 
Wahl 
Bros., at last reports, made terms with their 
men and they have resumed work. It is prob- 
able that the men in the one remaining yard 
will be persuaded or forced out today. There 
will be no meeting of the manufacturers until 
the return from the West of D. V. Purington. 
He will reach Chicago early next week. 
Assoon as he comes we will see what we 
can do, The strikers intend, so they tell us, to 
formulate a sea.e of wages. This we will 
consider, Wabl Bros. will not put 
many men to work. Both manufact- 
urers and men will stand together. 
We believe the differences will be adjusted by 
the middle of next week. Wedo not antici- 
pate any violence. These men, most of them, 
have been working for us for years. They are 
not law-breakers,’

BRITISH IN CONTROL, AT BLUEFIELDS. 


Americans in the Nicaragua Town Look to 
Foreigners for Protection. 

New Orveans, La., March 23.—The condi- 
tion of affairs in Bluefields, N icaragua, is as 
unsettled as ever. The English are still in 
practical control of the entire reservation. 
Lacayo remains at Bluefields and refuses to 
vacate, but his position is not recognized and 
the Americans continue to ignore his, demand 
upon them for payment of the shipping dues. 

Late last night the steamship William G. 
Hewes arrived from Bluefields. The com- 
mittee of three Nicaraguans and two natives 
of New Orleans, which was appointed to ar- 
range some provisional government, had held 
several meetings, but, having come to no 
agreement, disbanded. There now seems to 
be no attempt whatever to bring about a 
peaceful government. 

The commander of the Cleopatra besides 
being the commander of the police protection 
of the eity has assuined contro! of the gov- 
ernment to a certain extent and this is ali the 
government there is in the city. 

Friday last the British battlesnip Blake ar- 
rived off Bluefields and is expected to remain 
there and the Cleopatra will sail for the 
northern seas. : 

By advice of the British Commander Ta- 
cayo has dismissed his troops and refused to 
receive men from the’ President of Nicara- 
gua. 

*V ROVINCETOWN, Muass., March 23.—A letter 
received here today from Capt. E. T, Ryder, 
formerly of this place; but now a resident of 
Biuefields, Nicaragua, says only the arrival! 
of the British warship Cieopatra saved all 
American and foreign residents of the place 
from being killed. Capt. Ryder continues: 
** After the formation of the provisional gov- 
ernment the commander: of the Cleopatra 
compelled the Spanish troops to retire to Grey- 
town and they sailed for that place on the 
Cleopatra on the 5th inst, Lieut. 
Mann of theship and seventy-five marines 
were left to prevent further trouble. After 
the vessel sailed it was found some of the 
Spanish soldiers remained behind. That aft- 
ernoonh some twenty Americans and myself 
were on the streets when the Spanish goldiers 
commenced to make arrests. One soldier 
fired three shots from a revolver into a crowd 
of natives. They attacked him and nearly 
beat him todeath. That night a frightful 
riot commenced between the Spanish soldiers 
and the natives. The streets were filled with 
armed men, and the greatest excitement pre- 
vaiied. Two soldiers and one native were 
killed and several: seriously wounded. The 
foreign residents sent for Lieut. Mann, 
who was’ encamped a short distance 
down the river, and he came to 
our relief, and has since remained 
in charge of the town. The Cteopatra re- 
turned the 6th and increased the number 
ashore to 1:25. Yesterday (March 9) 400 
rifles and 35.000 rounds of ammunition were 
found in the brush near the town, and today 
14,000 more cartridges were discovered near 
by, all of it having been concealed by the 
Spanish soldiers. It is believed they intended 


} toreturn when the warship went away and 


sack the town. The Americans have asked 
the commander of the Cleopatra to stay here 
and protect them, as we see no relief coming 
from home, and he has promised to stay until 
relieved by another ship. If it had not been 
for our British cousins God only knows what 
would have been the fate of us Americans. 
All business is at a standstill, and no one 
knows what an hour may bring forth.” 


“ PASSION PLAY” PRESENTED IN MEXICO, 


The Crowd Soundly Beats the Man Who 
Impersonates Judas Iscariot. 

Ciry or Mexico, March 23.—([Special.]— 
The “* Passion Play,’’ representing the arrest, 
trial, and crucifixion of Christ, was enacted 
at the suburban Town of Tacubaya today to 
an immense throng of people, the performers 
as usual being Mexican-Indians. In the pres- 
entation of the scene of the betrayal of Jesus 
Christ on Olivet, Judas betrayed the Savior 
by a kiss, and the crowd fell upon the im. 
personator of this character and beat him 
soundly. Christ was then taken to the 
Priest Annus, who upon failing to extort any- 
thing from him sent him bound to his son-in- 
law, che high priest Pontius Pilate. A cross 
was placed upon his back anc in the mimic 
journey to Calvaty, where Christ perished, 
the Savior feii three times with his burden, 
the Indians representing the Sadducees, Phar- 
isees, and Roman soldiers soundly flogging 


-him at each fall. The cross was finally set up 


with the mock Christ tied to it between two 
other crosses for the two robbers, A mimic 
performance of the death scenes and other 
events of the historical day was also given. 


The play represented to day. while not with 


the stage setting of Oberammergau, was at 
least performed with religious fervor amount- 
ing to fanaticism. How iong the divine trag- 
edy has been produced in Mexico is a matter 
of conjecture. but 1t is known that it is older 
than the inquisition, which was established 
here in 1529, the records of the Santo 
officio giving the report of the _ pro- 
ceedings instituted against an Indian 
who refused to impersonate the Savior. 
In those days the person to whose lot the im- 
personating of Jesus Christ fell suffered many 
of the real pains to which the Savior was sub- 
jected. Owing to this the Indiaa in question 
did not care to becomea martyr. In one 
suburban town a few years ago an Indian who 
was placed upon the crossas Christ actually 
died; being choked to death by a rope which 
was used to hold him in his position. 


A. B, FRAME’S NOVEL WATER WHEEL, 


So Arranged That the Power of the Water 
Is Twice Exerted, 

W. T. C. Hyde, the promoter of the A. B. 
Frame Water Wheel company, which is in- 
corpurated at Muscatine, Ia., is in the city on 
business cennected with the company. The 
Frame wheel is novel and ingenious. It isa 
simple form of wheel arranged to be op- 
erated so that the water passing through the 
fluuse twice exerts its force on the wheel, 
each paddie being twice acted upon by the 
water. The wheel has circular end pieces 
carried by a shaft journaled in bearings 
in opposite ends of the flume, the shaft hav- 
ing a pulley from which power is transmitted. 
The blades or paddles arranged around the 
wheel are each pivoted at one edge at both 
ends in the outer edge of the circular end 
pieces, and the center of the other edge of 
each blade is connected by means of a rod 
with a ring hung loosely on the central shaft. 
As the rmg hangs by gravity on the shaft the 
inclination of each blade: relatively to the 
center shaft is constantly changing, as the 
wheel revolves each blade as it approaches the 
top being brought into a nearly horizontal 
position to receive the full force of the water, 
the blade being then tilted to a nearly vertical 
position as it passes through the water and 
again being shifted to a horizontal position at 
the bottom. where it receives the force of the 
water a second time, to be afterward thrown 
back into a vertical position again, so that it 
passes easily up against the currentof the 
water. The blades at the top and bottom of 
the wheel upon which the water exerts its 
force are each designed in their varying posi- 
tions to afford an equal amount of power in 
proportion to the amount of water used,

Hoy, a widow, over 80 years old, lives in one 
of the small structures erected for temporary 
purposes just.after the flood.

It was for this that 
four masked men broke into her house at 2 
o’clock Wednesday morning.

Resolutions Indorsing the Bourbon City 
Platform and Deunouncing the A. P, A. 
Adopted=Kepublican .Members of the 
League Will Quit IteLieutenant of 
Police Resigns on Account of A, P. A.

Terrific Explosion in a Powder Mill Near 
Pittaburg. 

Pirrspurc, Pa., March 23.—[Special.]— 
Death rode on a cloud of fire in the little set- 
tlement of Black Run, near Hulton, on the 
Allegheny Valley railroad fourteen mites 
from Pittsburg today. By an explosion of 
11,000 pounds of nitroglycerine and dyna- 
mite atithe works of the Acme Powder com- 
pany five persons were killed, Four of them 
were blown into space.

Across from the plant in the demolished 
boarding-house of the émployés they found 
the mangled remains of Sadie Ramgley. 
Parts of the bodies of Mrs. Arthurs and Nel- 
lie Ramaley were found on the hillside, ‘ Up

The Famous Apache Acting as a Justice of 
the Peace in Alabama, 

New York Evening Post: John P. Clum, 4 
Postoffice Inspector, who spent some time re- 
cently in the camp of the renegade Apaches 
at Mount Vernon Burracks, Alabama, reports 
that they have made creditable progress in 
the arts of civilization. Mr. Clum should be 
a competent judge, for he spent several years 
with these Indians on the San Carlos Reserva- 
tion in Arizona, and afterwards it became 
his duty, in April, 1877, to assist in the 
capture at Ojo Caliente, N. M., of Geroni- 
mo, Francisco, and other Apache renegades. 
Subsequently, Geronimo escaped again, and 
after a career of bloodshed and rapine sur- 
rendered to Gen. N. A. Miles. This was in 
1886. Later the Apaches of Geronimo’s 
band, men, women, and children, were sent 
to Alabama. For the first year or two the 
mortality among them was very great, but 
they have now become acclimated.

WHERE THE PATRIOT KOSSUTH DIED. 


The Remains Resting in an Old House at 
a Turin=Many Interesting Relics.

: rerid.j—Although I cailed at the Kossuth 


inscription “ Libertatis Hungariae Defen- 
Sores”’ (Defenders of Hungarian Liberties). 

On a table lay a large folio Bible. The 
walls were lined with bookshelves and on the 
ledge of one case was the model of Shaks- 
Speare’s house at Stratford with a com plete 
edition of his works within and bearing a 
silver tablet with this inscription: ‘ Pur. 
chased with 9,215 pennies subscribed by 
Englishmen and Irishmen as a tribute to 

uis Kossuth, who achieved his neble mas- 
tery of the English language from the pages 
of Shakspeare, and to be exercised 
in the noblest cause.” Luigi Kossuth also 
speaks the purest English. An illuminated 
address from the Lord Mayor and the cor- 
poration of the City of London dated Octo- 
ber, 1851, hangs near the window. On the 
table were over 600 telegrams of condolence, 
but it was remarked that there-was none from 
the President of the United States or from 
Queen Victoria. The American Ambassador 
at Rome, as a private friend of Louis Kos- 
suth, sent, however, a message of sympathy. 

The furniture and entire house look old and 
dreury, and it is evident the patriot’s last 
years were spent in comparative poverty. He 


was exceedingly popular with the peo-: 


ple of Turin, especially with the 
children, and the town is full 
of stories of his kindness and considerate 
thoughtfulness toward ail with whom he was 
brought in contact. The little son of Col. 
Figyuelmesy was his constant companion and 
lately asked his venerable friend how many 
languages he spoke. Kossuth replied: ‘I 
used to speak sixteen, but now I have forgot- 
ten all but one.” 

The Hotel d'Europe is crowded with many 
Hungarians, women as well as old soldiers, 
including several Generals forrflerly on Kos- 
suth’s staff. I am told tonight it is contem- 
piated founding a Kossuth museum in Buda 
Pesth where all the’ patriot’s relics can be 
placed,

FORCE DISPLAY OF BLACK FLAGS. 


Students at Puda Pesth Continue Rioting 
Demand Honors for Kossuth. 

Bupa Pestu, March 23.—There is consider- 
able excitement today among the students 
and others who took part in the riotous 
demonstrations last night against those citi- 
zens who had not displayed emblems of 
mourning in honor of Louis Kossuth. Dur- 
ing the invasion of the theaters by the stu- 
dents and as a result of the conflict which 
took place between the students and the po- 
lice later over twenty people were more or 
less seriously injured. The police have made 
several arrests, but further trouble is antici- 
pated tonight. There is a great and increased 
display of mournmg:emblems today, as 
the citizens who donot make such an exhi- 
bition of respect to the memory of Kossuth 
are almost certain to have their windows 
smashed by students this evening. 

One of the largest crowds of the day assem- 
bled before the opera-house and made a 
riotous demonstrauon. Jhe management 
was forced .to rehoist the mourning flag on 
the building. The Journalists’ club was also 
threatened by a riotous mob, and the people. 
headed by students, become so demonstrative 
that the police were compelled to fire with 
blank cartridges upon the mob and in addi- 
tion the police made several charges, scatter- 
ing the crowd, wounding a number uf people, 
and making many arrests. 

Persons began to gather in crowds about 
the squares and other similar places this aft- 
ernoon and their number was rapidly in- 
creased when the students put in an appear- 
ance in force and commenced makmg violent 
addresses in which they referred ‘in fiery lan- 
guage to the imu-ense services which Kossuth 
had rendered to the cause of liberty and de- 
nounced in strong terms the action of the 
government in allowing him to die in exile. 


All Public Places Guarded. 


The students were still further” incensed be- 
cause the authorities had permitted the re- 
moval of the black fags which the students 
had placed inside the theaters last night, and 
upon making this discovery they prepared for 
asystematic renewal of the disorder of yes- 
terday. But the authorities from early morn- 
ing had been preparing for disturbances and 
the students found the theaters, concert halls, 
and other places of amusement, as well as the 
public buildings, strongly guarded by police. 
In addition detachinents of infantry and cav- 
alry were kept under arms at the barracksand 
the students were notified that the authorities 
had determined to preserve the peace at any 
cost. 

In spite of the fact that all the police forces 
of Buda Pesth and the neighborhood is on 
duty here today and though reinforcements 
of police have been drafted here from ne:gh- 
boring cities the authorities find the greatest 
difficulty in preserving order. A conflict will 
result in considerable bloodshed. 

An enormous and exzited crowd gathered in 
front of the Parliament House, which was 
etrongly guarded by police. Led on by the 
excited students the people filled the air with 
shouts and threats, insisting that Parliament 
was not doing sufficient to honor the memory 
of the dead patriot. Finally the crowd 
made a rush towards the doors of 
the Parliament House and a_é sharp 
ergagement with the police followed, The 
police drove back the mob, The police also 
had the greatest difficulty in keeping a pas- 
sageway through the crowds for the arrival of 
tne Depu:ies, but when it was noticed that all 
these representatives wore mourning the peo- 
ple became better humored and heartily 
cheered the popular Deputies who were 
recognized. ; 

Inside the Parliament House there was a 
large attendance of Deputies’ and the. public 
galleries were packed with people, either 
dressed in mourning or conspicuously wear- 
ing mourning badges. When the President 
arose to addréss the House the most profound 
silence was observed throughout the chamber. 
All the Deputies arose from their seats and 
stood with bowed heads while’ the 
President announced the death of 
Louis Kossuth, The President was 
deeply affected wnile making his address to 
the Deputies, and almost broke down when he 
spoke of the patriot’s death in a foreiga land. 
He concluded by asking for the unanimous 
adoption of the proposals made by Dr. Alex- 
ander Wekerle, President of the Council of 
Ministers, who, at the conference of the Lib-

of the opera-house for what was termed the 
disrespect shown the memory of the greatest 
of Magyars, 

Finally some med in the crowd began to 
throw stones. The cavalry and police charged 
with drawn swords. The mob resisted and 
stubbornly defended everyinch of ground. 
It looked after the first charge as though the 
rioters would triumph. It was not until sev- 
eral charges were made that the mob began to 
break up. The soldiers and police used their 
swords unsparingly, and many rioters were so 
badly injured that it was necessary to remove 
them to the hospital. 

In the meantime rioting of less dangerous 
character had taken place in other parts of 
the city. At these points, however, the author- 
ities had comparatively little difficulty in dis- 
persing the mobs. Order was not restored 
until midnight. 

The Budapester Correspondenz says the 
government has decided that no mourning 
flags shall be displayed on any of the State 
buildings. 


RUMORS OF A ROYAL MARRIAGE, 


Report That Rosebery and Princess Maud 


Are Engaged Is Not Confirmed. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Lonpow, March 23.—[{Copyright, 1894, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—There has been a 
revival during the last day or two of rumors 
concerning the engagement of Lord Rosebery 
to Princess Maud cf Wales. The report 
found its way through a news agency to some 
minor London and prov.nzial evening papers, 
but so far nothing of a definite nature has 
been made known. It has long been an open 
secret that such an engagement is, to say the 
least, a possibility, but it has been generally 
understood that Lord Rosebery’s political 
ambitions prevented anything like a speedy 
announcement of the engagement. It was 
impossible today to gain any definite assur- 
ance that the betrotha] is to be shortly for- 
mally announced, and only one influential 
personage would make a positive denial that 
there was any truth in the rumor. The 
impression seems to exist in some quarters 
that it would be constitutionally impossible 
for one connected even by marriage with the 
royal family to hold the office of Prime Min- 
ister, but a high authority gives assurance 
that whatever may be the custom or prece- 
dent on this point no legislative act would be 
in any way contravened should such a mar- 
riage take place. 

Death of Sir Philip Cunliffs Owen. 

Sir Philip Cunliffs Owen is dead. He was 
born June 8, 1828. In 1845 he was ap- 
pointed to the Science and Art Department at 
Marlborough House. In 1855 he was ap- 
pointed oneof the superintendents of the 
Paris Exhibition, He was connected in an 
official capacity with the exhibition in London 
in 1862, the Paris Exhibition in 1867, and 
the Vienna Exhibition in 1873. Sir Philip 
was director of the South Kensington 
and Bethnal Green Museums. In 1875 
he went to the United States 
as Executive Commissioner to the 
Centennial Exhibition and organized the Brit- 
ish section there. Sir Philip was awarded 
one of the four silver medals presented by the 
Centennial Commission. He was a Knight 
Commander of the Order of St. Michael and 
St. George a Companion of the Order of the 
Indian Empire, and a Kn ght. Companion of 
the Order of the Bath. He also received dec- 
orations from Sweden, France, Austria, 
Spain, Italy, and most every other country of 
Europe. He leaves a numerous fatnily. 


ENCYCLICAL LETTER TO THE POLES. 


The Pope Urces Them to Observe the Laws 
of Russia and Austria. 

Romg, March 23.—The Pope’s encyclical 
letter addressed to the Bishops of Poland, 
Russia, Austria, and Prussia was published 
today. His Holiness says in brief that the 
mission of the Papacy “is not to teach any- 
thing against the power of Princes or the 
utility of nations, but to provide for the pros- 
perity of all. The Pope then recalls the 
agreement with Russia by which the posi- 
tion of the clergy was immensely improved. 
This agreement, the Pope declares, was ob- 
tained through requests directly addressed to 
the Czar, whose spirit of friendship and 
justice is highly extolied. The encyclical 
proceeds to exhort the Bishops to avoid any 
spirit of hostility to the civil uuthority and to 
inculcate among the Poles the observance of 
the Russo-Papal agreements. Addressing the 
Catholics of Austria and Poland the Pope en- 
joins them to feel gratitude for the religious 
zeal of the Emperor, and concludes with urg- 
ing the Poles in Prussia to trust to the equity 
of their Emperor and to observe the laws.

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HARD RAP AT PARKER 


COMMISSIONER OOOL SAYS THE OOL- 
ONEL 18 N 0 GENTLEMAN. 


Chairman of the Public Service Committee 
Tells Why He Objects to Having Ex- 
perts Investigate the Normal School, 
of Which Parker Is ‘the Head—The 
Proposition Is Placed on File=—Finance 
Committee Favors the Refunding Bond 
Ordinance=—Other Mauanicipal Affairs, 


Chairman Cool of the Gounty Board P&blic 
Service committee expressed his opinion yes- 
terday without any reserve of Col. Parker, 
the head of the Cook County Normal School. 
The proposition under discussion was whether 
to make an investigation of the manner of 
conducting the institution. After a spirited 
debate the matter, on motion of Commis- 
sioner Peacock, was placed on file. The ques- 
tion came up on a communication from the 
County Board of Education requesting the 
Commissioners to authorize their Committee 
on Education to codperate with the Commit- 
tee on Teachers in an investigation by a com- 
mittee of experts on educational matters, in- 
cluding United States Commissioner Harris. 
The Committee on Education submitted a re- 
port in favor of complying with the request 
and recommended that it be concurred in. 
Commissioners Green and Cogswell were in 
favor of it and all others present opposed to 
it. Chairman Cool stated that in his opinion 
such an investigation would prove a farce. 

‘The first requisite for a successful teacher 
is that he be a gentleman,’ said the Chair- 
man. ‘This the head of the Normal School 
most emphatically is not, in my opinion; and 
all the so-called experts in the country would 
not change my mind on that point. Such an 
investigation by experts would be a great deal 
like the experts in the Coughlin and Prender- 
gast trials. They might add a little to the 
prestige of the present head of the school, but 
I’il venture to say you can find experts who 
will render a report favorable to either side. 
But I would as soon believe that Dr. Cronin 
died of kidney disease and jumped into the 
sewer as to believe that Col. Parkerisa 
gentleman. Such an_ investigation 
tend to help Parker, but __ that 
all. It would not determine the value of the 
institution to Cook County and we would 
know no more at the conclusion than we do 
now. In my opinion a change in the manage- 
ment of the Normal School would greatly 
benefit the institution, but no investigation 
can change my opinion of the head of the 
school.’’ | 

The general opinion of the Commissioners 
was that the only thing they care to know is 
the real value of the school te taxpayers, and 
this could not be determined by a committee 
of experts.

UNKIND TREATMENT ON A TRAIN. 


Wew Charges Before the Committee Inves- 
tigatine Detention Hospital Matter. 

Alleged abuse of patients at the Detention 
Hospital of an entirely new character has 
been called to the attention of the special 
committee of the County Board at present in- 
vestigating the tharges against Attendants 
Julia Shine and Lizzie Scott. Chairman QO. 
D. Allen of the Hospital committee yesterday 
received the following letter from Dr, Clarke 
Gapen, Superintendent of the [Illinois Eastern 
Hospital for the Insane at Kankakee, in reply 
to a request from the Chairman: 

The gross abuses of patientsin this institution 
all occurred some time in November or the early 

art of December. Sincethe middle of Decem- 

rno gross abuses have occurred. One of our 
trustees informed me yesterday, however, that he 
came down on the same train with some Cook 
County deputies bringing a considerable number 
of patients. To use his language to me in speak- 
ing of the matter ‘‘oneof the attendants acted 
toward the patients in his charge like a lion 
tamer.”’ e said further: ‘He stood 
over one of the patients, who was 
noisy, and made motions several times as if to 
strike him.’’. He went to the man in charge and 
asked him if he did not havea bad lot of pa- 
tients, and was told that he did not have a bad 
lot. He stated the demeanor of both male and 
female attendants toward their charges was not 
kindly and considerate, but was rough and some- 
what unkindly. I give you this for what it may 
be worth in helping you to correct abuses that 
may still exist. 

Dr. Gapen says this incident occurred 
March 15 on an Illinois Central train between 
Manteno and Kankakee. The letters were 
read before the Public Service committee al- 
ready in charge of the investigation of alleged 
abuses. The bailiffs in question who made 
the trip to Kankakee according to the reports 
in Sheriff Gilbert’s office were F. Jackson, 
Fred Bussey, and John Dwyer.

Persons not now members of the institute are 
invited to attend the preliminary meetings of 
the sections to determine whether he cares to 
continue in the work. The first meeting of 
the natural science section will be held at 2 
p. m. today at the Cook County Normal 
School. Announcements of the meetings of 
the other sections will be made at the meeting 
at the School Board rooms this morning. The 
cost of membership in the institute is an ini- 
tiation fee of $2 and an annual payment of 
$1 after the first year. ;

NEW YORK TRAVELING SALESMAN DIES. 


Dr. Da Silva Tells of the Uses of Perman- 
ganate of Potash, 

W.H. Hart, the New York traveling sales- 
man who was taken to the Mercy Hospital 
suffering from an overdose of morphine, died 
there yesterday morning. Dr. Da Silva, who 
attended Hart, has been interested with other 
physicians in permanganate of potash, of 
which much has been said in Tue Trisune as 
an antidote for cases of morphine poisoning, 
but Hart was in such a depressed condition 
owing to the length of time that elapsed be- 
tween taking the morphine and his arrival at 
the hospital that no antidote could have saved 
him. ‘* Permanganate of potash,” said Dr. 
Da Silva, *‘ like other remedies must be taken 
before the morphine has permeated the system. 
The antidotes are to act on the morphine that 
is still in the stomach and by chemical com.- 
bination render it inert. Hart was too far 
gone. We have tried permanganate of pot- 
ash twice in cases of morphine poisoning and 
in each case it was successful. Of course we 
used it only in cases where if it failed we had 
ample time to save the putients by tried rem- 
edies. The two patients on whom the new 
antidote was tried had taken the drug only 
fifteen minutes before the restorative was 
used, The permanganate of potash brought 
the patients to a point of recovery rapidly, 
more rapidly, I am inclined to believe, than 
other remedies would havedone. It is too 
soon yet to speak thoroughly of its ultimate 
ae success as an antidote.” Hart’s body

AMOS GAGER THROOP. 


HIS STRONG BLLIEF IN OHIOAGO’S 
GREAT FUTURE. 


Became a Prominent Citizen on the West 
Side, Realized a Handsome Fortune in 
Real Estate, Had a Street Named for 
Him, and Removed to California, Where 
He Died«<teorge C, Baker, Inventor of 
the Submarine Torpedo Boat, Succumbs 
to an Operation. 


Amos Gager Throop, whose death at Pasa- ' 


dena, Cal., was announced in the press dis- 
patches from that place yesterday , morning, 
was for more than forty years a resident of 
Chicago. He was one of the pioneers who 
settled here when Chicago was scarcely en- 
titled to the distinction of being called a city. 
He removed here from York State in 
1841 and the following year had established 
himself in the lumber business at Washington 
and Market streets. He had faith in the be- 
lief that Chicago was destined to be a great

city and invested largely in West Side real 
estate. He realized handsomely on these in- 
vestments, and after forty-four years’ resi- 
dence here removed to California a wealthy 
man. Throop street in the West Division of 
the city was named for him. 

For six years he represented that part of 
the city now comprising the Eleventh and 
Eighteenth Wards in the City Council. He 
was nominated for Mayor by the Republicans 
in 1856, but was defeated by WalterS. Gurrree, 
the Democratic candidate, who received 200 
votes more than Mr. Throop. He was one of 
twenty loyal citizens who Jan. 5, 1861, 
signed a call for a union mass-meeting. In 
the spring of 1865 he was elected City Treas. 
urer or the Republican ticket. During his 
career in the Council he was a member 
of the committee having in charge 
the reform school for boys and 
a member of the Finance committee. For 
five years prior to the breaking out of the war 
he was a member of the County Board of Su- 
pervisors, and in 1862 was elected a member 
of the Legislature. 

In 1886 his health began to fail and upon 
the advice of his physician removed to the 
milder climate of California. At first he 
located in Los Angeles. The climate suited 
him and he bought forty acres of land in the 
southern gi of the city and gained a hand- 
some profit on his investment of $13,000 in 
the orange yield. Soon after came the Los 
Angeles boom, and within two years he sold 
his tract for building lots for. $80,000. Mean- 
time he had been elected a member of the 
Los Angeles City Council and, while Presi- 
dent of that body, acted as Mayor for a time. 
Subsequently he removed tothe beautiful 
suburb of Pasadena, and was there greatly 
horored and beloved. He gave a lot to the 
Pasadena Universalist Church and headed its 
—— fund with a $10,000 subscription. 
Later he added $35,000 to that amount. 
Three years ago he started a polytechnic in- 
stitute, endowed it with $200,000, and built 
a finely Saulpped building at a cost of $100,,- 
000. The roop Polytechnic Institute is 
now considered one of the finest in the 
country. 


INVENTOR GEORGE C. BAKER DIES, 


Builder of the Submarine Torpedo Boat 
Succumbs to an Operation. 
Wasnuineton, D. C., March 23.—George C. 
Baker, the inventor of the submarine torpedo 
boat, died in this city this afternoon. Mr. 
Baker had been broken down in health for 
some time, and Wednesday last underwent an 
operation for appendicitis from which he did 
not reqover. The last Congress appropriated 
$250,000 for the construction of a perfected 
submarine torpedo boat upon the plan made 
by Mr. Baker. Some trouble recently arose 
regarding the appropriation, and Mr. Baker 
was here trying to have the matter straight- 
ened out. The remains will be taken to Des 
Moines, la., his former home, where the in- 
terment will be made Monday or Tuesday. 


James E. Dalliha, Formerly of Chicago. 
James E. Dalliha, a former prominent resident 
of Chicago, died of heart failure at Marquette, 
Mich., yesterday morning. Mr.. Dalliha gradu- 
ated from Hamilton College and was admitted to 
the bar in Utica, N. Y., at the age of 21 years.

Four children survive him—Mrs. Anna D. Duane 
of Marquette, Mich. ; Mrs. Alfred Kidder of Cam- 
bridge, Mass. ; W. 5. Dalliha of American Express 
company, Chicago, and James H. Dalliha of 
Cleveland. O. Mr. Valliha was 72 years of age. 
His remains will be taken to Utica, N. Y., for in- 
terment Monday forenoon next.

MULOT BILL OPPONENTS OLAIM IT 
IS UNOONSTITUTIONAL. 


The Attorney-General on the Other Hand 
Declares That the Bill in Its Main Prin- 
ciple.Is in Accord with the Constitu- 
tieoneSharp Contest Expected in the 
Senate Over the. Resubmission _Resolu- 
tion, Passed by the. HouseCommittees 

. Agree om Appropriations. 

Des Morus, Ja... March 23.—[Special, ]— 
Some of the opponents. of the Martin mulet 
tax bill, whigh passed both houses of the Leg- 
islature and will soon become a law, are rais- 
ing the question of the constitutionality of the 
measure. They claim it is a tax law that is 
not uniform in its application and that it is 
in direct contravention of the Constitution in 
that respect; also that the local option feat-° 
ures of it are not according. to the Constitu- 
tion. Attorney-General Stone was asked his 
opinion in regard to the constitutionality of 
the bill. He said he had not carefully stud. 
ied all the details of the bili, but he was sure 
the prijaciple of it was in entire accord with 
the provisions of the Constitution. 

“It is in effect an extension of the manner 
of obtaining permits tor the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors,’”’ he said.. ‘Under the present 
pharmacy.law permits are issued to registered 
pharmacists to sell intoxicating liquors under 
certain eonditions, and, although the condi- 
tions named in the Martin bill which govern 
the obtaining of permits to sell liquors at re- 
tailare different from: those governing the 
case of registered. pharmacists, yet the bill 
which as passed the General Assembly seeks 
simply to pravide by means.of certain condi- 
tions that permits may be issued for the’sale 
of intoxicating liquors by, other than reyis- 
tered pharmacists, and Ihave no question in 
regard to the constitutionality of that princi- 
ple of the bill.”’ 

The question of resubmission is still liable 
to cause considerable discussion before any- 
thing definite is done in the Senate in regard 
to it. The subcommittee of the Republican 
Senators, which was appointed last night to 
report a resolution to the ,Republican Sen- 
ators, held a meeting this afternoon and de- 
cided to report back a substitute for. the 
House resolution. \The Cornwall. resolution, 
which was framed by the Attorney-General 


| and passed by the House, is one that is self- 


enforcing and it also contains a provision 
that not only the sale but the manifacture 
shail be prohibited in the State by the adop- 
tion of the amendment.

How the Numbers Were Secured. 


This made it necessary that they should see 
the check-book tle day the forgery was con- 
gsummated. It was necessary before taking 
this step to duplicate the check forms of each 
of their victims. It was easy to get hold ofa 
check of the chosen victim, after the same 
had been used, and this check not only gave 
the printed or lithographed form but the 
name of the bank through which it must pass, 
the correct signature, and the style of the 
serial number. The blank check was first re- 
produced and then provision made for placing 
upon it the sérial number in the same color 
and style of type used by the firm. The sig- 
nature was practiced until satisfactorily ac- 
curate and the amount for which the check 
was drawn was decided upon and inserted. It 
now became necessary to know what serial 
pumbers were running in the victim’s book. 

In one case, that of the Charles W. MelcWfer 
Machine company, doing business at No. 610 
North Fourth street, whose name was forged 
ona check for $500, made payable to bearer 
and cashed at the Continental Bank last Fri- 
day or Safurday,a young man visited the 
firm and claiming to represent a lithograph- 
ing company asked to see the firm’s check 
book, saying that complaint had been made 
that the work of lithographing had been un- 
satisfactory. In this manner serial number 

-was secured, and although .t was four num- 
bers out of the way the forged check went 
through. 


Show Knowledge of Methods. 


In the case of Julius Labsap, wholesale 
clothier, another of the victims, not only was 
Mr. Lavsap’s signature forged, but the man 
who did this was evideutly thoroughly con- 
Yersant with the clothier’s affairs. The latter 
asaruie in drawing checks puts in parenthe- 
sis the purpose for which the money is paid 
out immediately following the amount. In 
the forged check this peculiarity was observed 
and served, to disarm suspicion at the bank. 


’ Woodward & Tiernan printed the checks for 


the Melcher Machine company and F. E. Lit- 
tle & Co., feather dealers, and are much in- 
terested in having the guilty parties run down, 
and have offered a reward to the police for the 
capture of the forgers. 

The detective and police who have been set 
to work on these cases acknowledge that they 
arecompletely atsea as yet as to the men 
working the banks and obtaining the informa- 
tion necessary to make these successful for- 
geries, and in their desire to make their work

CARLETON IS CAUGHT. 


ESOAPED MURDERER TAKEN ON DAY 
SET FOR HIS EXECUTION. 


Surrenders While Hidden Beneath a Bed 
in a Farmer’s House. and Heavily 
Armed=Stay of Execution’ Prevents His 
Being Hung on His Return to Fremont 
JaileCondition of Wheat in Iilinois Is 
FavorablemHawley Given a Life Sen- 
tence for His Mother’s Murder. 


Omana, Neb., March 23.—[Special.}— 
Charles C. Carleton, the condemned murder- 
er, who, with three fellow-prisoners, sawed 
out of Dodge County Jail Monday morning, 
was dragged out from under a_ bed at the 
house of Jeff Jarrett, about twenty miles 
south of Papillion, Neb., about midnight last 
night. Sheriff Milliken of Dodge County 
and Sheriff Startzen and ex-Sheriff Whit- 
ney of Sarpy County assisting him, made 
the recapture. With Carleton was retaken 
also George Deshane, who was one of the 
three who broke jail with the murderer. 

"When the officers at first demanded ad- 
mittance Jarrett refused them, but on being 
shown a search warrant he promptly let them 
into the house. Carleton had sought con- 
cealment under a’ bed and was not ina 
position to fight readily, though he had a rifle 
and fifty rounds of ammunition beside him, 

Since the escape of Carleton the officers 
have entered upon a systematic search of the 
county. Carleton formerly lived there and 
was acquainted with Jarrett. : 

The prisoners were taken to Papillion and 
kept until the 10:24 o'clock train came, when 
they were returned to Fremont. Carleton 
talked a little. He asserted that after getting 
out of jail at Fremont Sunday night or Mon- 
day morning he went to his home and got his 
team. Tuesday he says he went to Omaha. 
The officers discredit this. He says that but 
for being rearrested last night he would have 
been in Kansas by this time. He had taken 
his team to Jarrett’s and he and Deshane were 
preparing to Start at 4 o’clock this morning 
and drive to Kansas by the Louisville road. 

Carleton had been sentenced to hang today 
for the murder of August Gothman, but had 
obtained a stay of sentence pending appeal. 

Fremont, Neb., March 23.—([Special.]—At 

an early hour this morning word was received 
in the city that Sheriff James Milliken had 
Charles Carleton and George Deshane in pos- 
session and would return to this city with 
‘them, At 11:30 o'clock, when the train ar- 
rived the station platform was crowded. 
The prisoners were put in a hack and taken to 
the jail and put in the cell adjoining the one 
from which they escaped. Carleton refused 
to talk. 

The Criminal Court room was crowded all 
day by an anxious crowd waiting to hear the 
verdict in the case of Mrs. Eloise Rudiger for 
the killimg of Henry J. Reiser, Frederick 
Rudiger, the husband of the accused woman, 
satin the court-room all day. As the morn- 
ing progressed it became apparent to the 
jurors that an agreement was impossible un- 
less they could reach a better understanding 
of the testimony. A request was therefore 
sent Judge Scott for further instructions. He 
denied the request and decided to let the mat- 
ter rest as it was until morning to see if the 
jurors could not by débate solve the difficulty 
for themselves.

WHEAT IS IN GOOD CONDITION, 


Reports to the State Board of Agriculture 
Show Much Improvemeht. 

SPRINGFIELD, [ll., March 23.—[{Special.]— 
The reports made to the Secretary of the Illi- 
nois State Board of Agriculture March 20 
show a most encouraging improvement in the 
condition of both wheat and rye since Dec. 1, 
when’ the last report was made. The area 
seeded to wheat last fall was about 10 per 
cent less than the area returned to the Asses- 
sors May 1, the December area being 2,029,- 
000 acres. At that date the prospect fora 
good wheat crop this season was discourag- 
ing, owing to the lack of moisture in the 


ground, but the winter has been favor- 
able for its growth, and its condition 
at this time. March 20, is all that 


could be desired. The condition’ of the 59.,- 
893 acres seeded to winter wheat in the 
northern division of the State last fall is 5 
per cent less than an average, or 95 per cent. 
In the central division, where 790,444 acres 
were seeded, the March 20 condition ia 1 per 
cent better than an average, or 101 per cent, 
and in Southern Iilinois, where 971,085 acres 
were reported.last December, the March 20 
condition is also 101 per cent. No report of 
damage to wheat by fly has been received. 
The condition of rye is nearly as good as that 
of wheat, being 92 per cent in the northern, 
100 in the central. and 101 per cent in the 
southern division of the State. The area 
seeded to rye last fall was 109,076 acres.

Judge White Says Its Efficacy Is an Upen 
Question—Test Case. 

Terre Havre, Ind., March 23.—[Special.] 
—Judge White in the Circuit Court today 
heard testimony offered by the anti-vaccina- 
tionists to prove that vaccination is not a pre. 
ventive of «smallpox and that itis a source 
of disease. Frank Blue asked the court to 
restrain the principal of a public school from 
enforcing an order of the City Board requir. 
ing ali children to be vaccinated. The city 
objected that the efficacy of vaccination is 
notan open question, but the Judge ruled 
that he would hear testimony. He also 
ruled that a board of health as the 
agent of an organized community had the 
same inherent authority possessed by the in- 
dividual to secure self-preservation, there. 
fore the question was if there was danger of 
smalipox becoming -epidemic and that fact 
established the question arose as to the ef. 
ficacy of vaccination. There is no precedent 
for the court’s decision in any of the States 
except in California, where the Supreme 
Court incidentally intimated that vaccination 


having been accepted by the world of science 
it was not an open question. The State As- 
sociation of Anti-Vaccination is fighting this 
ease as a test.

CLOWES CONFESSES THE MURDER, 


Says He Killed Callaghan Acofiientally 
While Robbing the House, 

Racing, Wis., March 23.—(Special.]— 
George Clowes, who killed John Cailaghan of 
Brighton, Kenosha County, on the night of 
Web. 27, was arraigned this morning. There 
was a large crowd present, among them 
twenty-four witnesses. The prisoner is a 
smooth-faced and rather smart man, 21 years 
of age. When 'the case was called Attorney 
Fisher, who appeared for the prisoner, said 
that he desired to plead guilty. The plea was 
entered ‘and he was taken back to the cell pn 
the upper floor of the jail, Judge Fish 
saying that he would pronounce sen- 
tence later. Clowes made a confession of 
the crime to his attorney.

While passing the Calla- 
ginan residence something impelled him to 
enter and rob the old couple. He did not in- 
tend to kill old man Callaghan; but the gun 
went off accidentally, and he did not realize 
at first that the ball had -struck the man. 
When he saw what he had done he ran from

‘TRUST HEARING ENDS 


MRE. MOLONEY TAKES THE GAS OASE 
UNDER ADVISEMENT. 


Closing Argument for the Respondents 
Made by Mr, Hunt, Who Denies All the 
Charges Brought Against the Combine 
~Luther Laflin Mills Closes for the Re- 
lators, Declaring the Existence of 
an Unlawful Combination Has Been 
Proved=Early Decision Promised, 


Whether the State of Illinois, through its 
chief law officer, shali summon the Chicago 
Gas companies to appear in court and show 
cause why their franchises be not forfeited 
will be determined ina short time. Yester- 
day in the presence of a crowd that filled all 
of the Appellate Court room but a narrow space 
behind the counsel’s table the preliminary 
hearing on the petition to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to file an information in the nature of 
quo warranto was finished. 

With the great mass of papers filed in his 
possession, with brief and voluminous cita- 
tions from counsel, the Attorney-General 
early next week will overhaul the matter with 
his assistants at Springfield. aud soon there- 
after will announce the course he will follow. 
He promised yesterday that the announce. 
ment should be forthcoming soon. The At- 
torney-General gave no intimation of what 
the decision would be. Attorneys for the pe- 
titioners were jubilant and confident that they 
had won their case, but the counsel for the re- 
spondents were equally certain that their con- 
tentions had been established. The speeches 
were among the best heard during the hearing. 

The respondents’ defense was closed by ex- 
Attorney-General Hunt in a three hours’ ar- 
pay said to be the best made by his side. 

suther Laflin Mills summed up for the peti- 
tioners in a speech the splendid eloquence of 
which held the audience still for an hour and 
a half. The Attorney-General, in acknow!- 
edging the lawyers’ thanks for the hearing, 
conceded the importance of it, but said he 
would never grant another, save for special 
causes, because the time consumed could not 
be spared. 

Beginning the Day's Proceedings. 

At 10 o’clock Mr. Moloney and his assist- 
ants, ex-Senator Newell and C. G. Scofield, 
took their seats behind the long table which 
constituted the bar in the moot court: The 
arrangement was for Attorney-General Hunt 
to begin the day, but the order was altered to 
allow John J. Knickerbocker to make a short 
argument for the relators. He spokeof the 
corporations under inquiry as children born 


of the State. Referring to the fail- 
ure of the defense to produce the 
trust agreements in the hands of _ the 


Fidelity Insurance Trust and Safe Deposit 
company he said he was astonished at the 
suggestion trom the other side that one of the 
three branches of the government of the 
great State of Illinois, when the conduct of 
one of its children was called in question, 
could ascertain it by goi to the neighbor 
State of Pennsylvania. He quoted from the 
Supreme Court’s decision in the gas trust 
case, referred to recent labor troubles as a 


‘controversy similar to that on hearing, and, 


charging that the corporation before them 
was abdut to be impaled, concluded: ‘* The 
King of Jerusalem said that the wages of sin 
isdeath. Youcap apply it as you choose, 
We come and present ourselves to your high- 
est integrity and your conscience, leaning 
trustingly upon the oath of your office.”’ 

Ex-Attorney-General Hunt in closing for 
the respondents set up a general déniai that 
the opposition bad proved a trust existed. In- 
ferences drawn, he said, were unjustified and 
many facts adduced were immaterial. As to 
‘the deposit of the stocks with the Philadel- 
phia trust company, whether or not it was 
lawful, he said, the beneticiai holders had ac- 
quiesced, There was such a consideration as 
to make it impossible for thé law to revoke 
the deposit until they Were indemnified. 


Admits a Mistake Was Made. 


“The deposit was a mistake,” said Mr. 
Hunt. “It was embarrassing. But that fact 
did not change the transaction. It was the 
act of the beneficial stockholders and was 
binding on them and everybody else.”’ 

Continning be argued that while the facts 
showed the companies had a different set of 
officers, that did not convict the company of 
an illegal act nor indicate that there was a 
combine contrary to law and public policy as 
it had prevailed in Illinois since 1872. The 
same men might serve as_ directors 
in different ge ee gage There was 
nothing to forbid that in the law of Illinois, 
which was liberal in the promotion of corpor- 
ations. Passing to the #idelity company’s 
trusteeship he said: ‘Suppose the Fidelity 
does hoid the stock and so votes it as to con- 
trol the election. Was that a criminal act? 
If there is any reason why the controlling in- 
terest shall not rule it has never been made 
apparent.”’ 

The different companies declared dividends 
on its own shares. The dividends are re- 
mitted to Philadelphia because the shares are 
piedged with the trust company to secure the 
bonds. They dare not pay out the dividends 
until the trustee knows the interest on the 
bonds has been paid. 

‘‘Isn’t it true that the Philadelphia Trust 
company is the actual owner of stock on 
the books of the Chicago Gaslight and Coke 
company ?’’ asked the Attorney-General. 

Mr. Hunt did not answer the question di- 
rectly. The Attorney-General persisted: 
“It . the owner of the stock isn’t it?’ 

vale Na 

“That is forbidden by the law of the 
State.”’ 

Mr. Hunt said that was true under limita- 
tions. Proceeding to the consideration of the 
contract with the city, he was again inter- 
rupted by the Attorney-General: 

** The Supreme Court has declared that a 
corporation cannot own stock in another 
company. The tendency is toward monopoly 
and the death of trade, Suppose five or six 
or seven companies agree to have a common 
price to the city and consumers. What 
chance is there for competition?’’ 

Mr. Hunt said the contract with the city 
would not bear the construction of a joint 
contract. The companies were named sev- 
erally. Arguing at length on this proposition 
he said nothing in the contract prevented the 
companies from selling as low as _ they 
could afford to do. A provision 
in the charter of the People’s 
company required it to charge for gas $3 per 
1,000 cubic feet. The company had volun- 
tarily reduced the price to $1.15. He was 
surprised that so much time had been taken 
in discussing the affidavits filed with the Sec- 
retary of State. 

As to the Division of Swearing. 


‘* What about the letter that preceded the 
affidavits?’ asked the Attorney-General. 

‘*‘ It stated that the companies had been di- 
vided up,’’ Mr. Hunt replied. * Did it state 
that the facts were different? It simply con- 
veyed an idea of delicacy. It might not have 
been convenient for one person to do all the 
swearing. As much has been made over this as 
was over the mysterious expression in Mr. 
Pickwick’s letter—chops and tomato sauce— 
that cost him the suit for breach of prom- 
ise.”’ 

‘* But what would be the object of dividing 
them up if they were joined?’’ asked the At- 
torney-General. 

Mr. Hunt explained this by citing an exam- 
ple of three men interested in three different 
corporations allotting the duty of making af- 
fidavits for each to different members of the 
trio. With the letter, he said, went the affi- 
davits of seven men that there was no trust. 
Sworn testimony was not so easily overcome, 

He read from the decisions in the sugar 
trust and the Standard Oil company cases, 
arguing at length that a different state of 
facts here existed, and that the decisions had 
no relevance. No notice had been given the 
Fidelity company as to the right of the stock- 
holders to sell or transfer tne stock. The 
business was & gigantic mistake, but no per- 
son could say that it would have been done 
and millions invested had there been thought 
of an illegal combine. He concluded as fol- 
lows: 

«There is not a syllable of evidence in this 
instance thata trust has been formed. Cer- 
tainly there was no concerted action on the 
part of the stockholders nor has any n 
charged. We submit this matter to you, 
knowing that nothing will be done rashly or 
without due consideration of justice. The life 
of a necessary corporation is at stake and can- 
not be considered lightly in this matter. 

Half an hour before the or wus 
opened for the afternoon session re was a 
aon in the hailway as large as that which 
attends’a criminal trial of more than ordinary 
interest.

He thanked the Attorney-General and his 
assistants for the kindness that had charac- 
terized their hearing and said: ; 

**One of the counsel, speaking for the cor- 
poration, asked the question: * Who are be- 
hind the prosecution?’ And so asking, of 
course, he expects an answer. I gladly give 
himan answer. No one man, no score of 
men only are behind this movement. The 
great people of the State of Illinois are the 
clientage we represent before the Attorney- 
General, and this—I say it in all sincerity and 
appreciation of the significance of what I say 
—is the beginning of a controversey under the 
laws between millions of men and millions of 
dollars, between manhood and monopoly. The 
counsel, who have breathed so long the atmos- 
phere of the curporations, and so long have 
converged their vision on the ovjects of cor.- 
porations, may not have seen the signs of the 
times, may not have fully appreciated the 
progress of things and the mighty march of 
popular rights under the laws. The counsel 
wonders why four lawyers should come into 
this matter and devote their thoughts and 
time and toil to this work. He does not seem 
to reach that high level which triotic men 
always reach. the’ Jevel on which I trust we 
stand, and that is the height of the interest of 
the public.” 

He briefly told that he had been asked to 
come into the case to assist in vindicating the 
law and said this was not a trial, but a presen. 
tation of reasons to the State’s highest law 
officer for starting an investigation, the re- 
sults of which should be determined by its 
judicial tribunals. He would not go into 
history, but would confine himself to 
facts existing this day not ex- 
amine the creation of those facts. 
He said: ‘* Indeed, such an effort on my part 
would be futile through no fault of ours. 
That would be an investigation rendered use- 
less almost by the very conduct of the cor- 
poration, which can be characterized as a sup- 
pression of testimony. In the vaults of a 


}. great trust lies a vital, a tremendous fact,'a 


document which tells the story in all its de- 
tails of truth—a document in the control of 
the corporation.” 

Concealment of Testimony. 


Thus at the threshold was a fact—namely: 
the concealment of testimony. If the docu- 
ment favored the position of the respondents 
why had it not been produced? 

Mr. Mills then laid down his first proposi- 
tion that a trust did exist. Counsel for the re- 
spondent practically admitted that proposi- 
tion. Why? Because it was indisputed that 
the dividends of the four constituent *com- 
panies went into a common pool and the 
stockholder in one relied for his profit 
ou the success of all, He read with great 
emphasis the definition of trusts in Cook on 
stock and stockholders, following with the 
Illinois statute of "1891 on the subject, com- 
menting as he went on. 

The Attorney-General interrupted with a 
question. ** Now suppose the Pennsylvania 
law,”’ said he, “‘ gives power to that corpora- 
tion to own stock in one of ours. Under the 
decisions of our courts in reference to foreign 
corporations doing business in this State 
what do you think the law would be? Would 
they have the power to do it? Cculd they 
vote stock in a local company under the de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court in our State?’’ 

Mr. Mills replied that he doubted it, and the 
Attorney-General rejoined that he did also, 
but did not know. 

Cont nuing Mr. Mills said that right or 
wrong the 
furtherance of the origiral conspiracy against 
Illinois laws did control those organizations, 
** Does not this combination, admitted, abso- 
lutely destroy—not simply restrict or restrain 
—but destroy the competitive fact in the trade 
in gas? I say, and say without fear of contra- 
diction, that there is no escape from the propo- 
sition that a trust does exist.”’ 

His second proposition was that the Chicago 
Gaslight and Coke company had violated the 
law and forfeited its rights by entering this 
trust. He ridiculed the argument of the re- 
spondents that the stockholderd of the Chi- 
cago Gaslight and Coke eompany tyansferred 
their stock to the Philadelphia trust com- 
pany, but that fact left the corporation inno- 
cent. Quoth he: * They claim that the whole 
mass of the stockholders, the entire vitality 
of the corporation, may transfer their inter- 
est to a combination and still the corporation 
per se, so called, so alleged, be absolutely 
— of offense and not to be attacked by the 
aws.’ 

Contention That Needs No Answer. 

After reading extensively from the New 
York decisions in the sugar trust case on 
what constitutes corporate action and com- 
a the principles there expressed, Mr. 

ilis said the position of the respondents re- 
quired but little answer. He said: * They say 
that because the directers did not come to- 
gether and pass a résolution which was 
written down in the record book thg 
absence of that mechanical proceeding pre- 
vents our saying that there was a corporate, 
act, in spite of the fact that the whole body— 
soul and body of the corporation—had demon: 
strated the spirit and intent of the corpora- 
tion, and had transferred all their interest to 
a trust.”’ 

He touched lightly on the collateral and 
corroborative facts and picked upa copy of 
the letters to Baron Jerzmanowski speaking 
of the division of the companies and the sign- 
ing of affidavits. Mr. Millis read itin a flip- 
paut tone that amused the crowd and resum- 
ing said: * As if the taking of a solemn oath, 
without reference to the fulfilling of itg obli- 
gations or not, was only a business matter, 
and properly connected with and characteriz- 
ng a commercial! transaction !’’ 

e then, in his most impressive voice, read 
the affidavit signed by Jerzmanowski that the 
Chicago Gaslight and Coke company was in 
no trust. Summarizing his two propositions, 
the attorney concluded: 

‘* T may say to you without offense, because 
with all sincerity, that the people in present- 
ing their request do so with an undiminished 
hope and confidence. It is to the masses of the 
officer has planted his feet on the ground of 
popular rights and the equal enforcemont of 
the laws, undeterred by aggregations of cap- 
ital or the threats of power, but true thus far, 
and the people believe always true, to 
rights of the community, to the just execu- 
tion of the law, to the application of laws 
against the rich and the poor, the high and 
the low alike. This is the sentiment which I 
believe pervades the hearts of the people in 
this State today. What is their request? That 
you, as the controlling power, allow the peo- 
ple to bring their cause into court to try the 
issue as to whether or not a com- 
bination of corporations, ignoring their 
duty to the State, and devoted only to the 
filling of their Treasury, can evade, defy, and 
violate the law and go unwhipped of justice. 
Personally, as one of this large clientage, I 
entertain not the slightest doubt as to what 
will be done in this matter, and I believe such 
is the feeling of the great mass of the peopie. 
If hereafter any one of the gentlemen who in 
this proceeding have represented the people 
can be of any service to the Attorney-General 
in afurther continuance of this business I 
speak for them as well as myself, and say that 
they are alwaysat the service of the State 
when they are called upon to assist it.” 

- Moloney Takes the Papers. 

There was a buzz in the room and every 
man crowded up to the table to hear the At- 
torney-General. Without moving he said: 

‘*We cannot decide this case offhand, 
personally I desire to confer with my associ- 
ates. We have only a desire to do our plain 
duty to the people and these corporations, and 
taking into consideration all the business that 
is waiting disposition in our office will decide 
as soon as possible, It will not be very long, 
I think.” | 

Mr. Moloney went on to say that some time 
ago he came to the conclusion that before 
beginning suits of the sind asked here 
the corporations complained of. should be 
given a chance to be heard. He had changed 
his mind. A week had been ‘occupied with 
the hearing, with profit to himself, but he 
shouid have to give up his other duties to con- 
tinue like hearings. It was purely a question 


of time. He said: “ Unless it is something 


very peculiar I shall give no miore hear- 
ings, but I shall try and inform myself and do 
the best I can. There area number of other 
matters of this kind, or somewhat similar to 
it, that are pending before me. I don’t think 
I shall give any more hearings.”’ 

The Attorney-Generai leaves for Ottawa to- 
day. He will confer with ex-Senater Newell 
and Mr. Scofield at Springfield next week. 
His decision in the matter he said would be 
Attorneys ior the respondents, who 
were the first tu congratulate Mr. Mii.s on

HIGGINS IS HANGED, 


HE DIES GAME AND MAKES NO DEM- 
ONSTRATION. 


His Only Words Are “Good-by,” and the 
Exevution Is Devoid of Any Sensational 
Feature—Fathers of the Chureh Are 
with Him to the LastePrisoners Yell 
“Hang Prendergast "=His Last Night 
Passed in Joking and Conversation=— 
Story of His Crime. i 

Thomas, alias “ Buff’? Higgins, was hanged 
yesterday morning in Cook County Jail. The 
convicted murderer was granted one of his 
latest wishes. He was not hanged with Pren- 
dergast, the assassin of Carter Harrisén. Hig- 
gins had often said he did not wish to stand 
on the same scaffold with Prendergast. 

The execution was deftly done. There were 


no delays, no accidents, and no long, embar- 


rassing waits. Higgins died *‘ game,” if dy- 
ing “ game ”’ consists of appearing to be en- 
tirely oblivious of all the detaiis surrounding 
an affair of the kind. 

The murderer of old Peter McCooey was 
parently dazed when he stepped upon 
trap and took his position directly beneath 
the dangling noose. Once he raised his head, 
and that was when the executioner placed the 
rope in position. Then a faint “ good-by ™ 
came from the lips of the man so near eter- 
nity. This wasall that was heard by those 
who witnessed the hanging, with the possible 
exception of the murmured words of a prayer, 
which might have been heard by the white- 
robed priests, Chancellor Muldoon and Fa- 
ther Dore. Those who expected Higgins to 
make a dramatic address in support of his ex- 
pressed determination to “die game’’ were 
disappointed. It was an unsensational execu. 
tion. 

March to the Scaffold, 

Higgins, unlike Painter, came to the scaf- 
fold unpinioned.

Higgins did. not raise his head as 
he kissed*it loudly and then the white shroud 
was tied about his form. In another instant 
the white cap had shutout the last ray 
of light from the condemned. man, 
For an instant, which see‘ned an hour to 
those who watched, there wasa delay while a- 
few minor details were arranged.

The Story of Japan. 

Japan is the latest volume in ‘The Story 
of the Nations,” the author being Dr. David 
Murray, at one time adviser to the Japanese 
Minister of Education. Dr. Murray is an en- 
thusiast upon this subject ; what is more, he is 
thoroughly in touch with it. Japan, at the 
present time, is a country possessing more 


than ordinary interest for the people of this 


country, particularly since the close of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition. Everything 
Japanese is eagerly cultivated in the United 
States now. and for this reason Dr. Murray’s 
book will be hailed asa pleasant addition to 
our literature upon that subject. Probably 
the greatest interest will attach to those parts 
which deal with the introduction of Chinese 
culture and Buddhism, the feudal system 
which had its existence from the earliest 
times down to within a comparatively few 
years ago. and the ethnology of Japan. 
Japan, or rather its people, has always eager- 
ly welcomed the advance of civilization. 
Just 1610 years ago the art of writing and 
printing was introduced from the neighboring 
country of China, and practically from that 
time forward scholars in the employ of the 
government have made a written record of 
events., In the archives of the nation can be 
found the history of the country in detail. 

Of course, as may be taken for granted, the 
condition of the people at the time of the in- 
troduction of this preservative of all arts was 
such as to preclude a close study of the writ- 
ings of Confucius, and the latter was there- 
fore not a part of the education of the masses. 
For nearly 300 years after A. D, 284, the date 
of the introduction of the art of writing and 
printing, small progress was made, butin A. D. 
552 books explaining Buddhism were brought 
into the country and, it is said, presented to 
the Emperor. It cannot be said, however, 
that Buddhism as a religion was fairly found- 
edin Japanearlier than A. D, 600. About 
this time the freer intercourse with China and 
Corea had made itself feltin a stimulus to 
the study of Chinese literature, and many im- 

rovements in the arts and industries as well. 

t was about A. D. 700 that the first uwniver- 
sity was founded in Japan, although the first 
0 ota was founded there some thirty years 

ore, . 

As the only idea the Japanese possessed of 
learning was that which prevailed in China, 
and wasembodied inthe Chinese writings, 
they naturally turned to them for ideas and 
systematic training. The Confucian books were 
printed, and these with other Chinese classics 
were made the essentials of education. The 
impracticable nature of the written language 
of the Chinese, however, seriously hampered 
the movement, which consists of a few char- 
acters representing sounds and thousands of 
symbols represeating an idea. In conse- 
quence a pupil is compelled to spend years in 
learning the mere signs of the language. 

_ The Japanese character is twofold, which 
is best explained by the two extensive migra- 
tions from the continent, although it owes 
something toadmixture withthe Ainos. How- 
ever, the latter, now found in Yezo and Sagha- 
lien, are representatives of the original occu- 
pants of the northern and central portions of 
the island, though their contribution to the 
ancestry of the present. Japanese people is 
not great. It is supposed the Ainos came 
originally fromn the Asiatic Continent, and be- 
long to the northern group of Mongolians. 
The Ainos were not the only prehistoric in- 
habitants of Japan, for there is evidence and 
proof of the existence of another savage racé 
called. pit-dwellers. Reference to them is 
found in the very earliest writings of the 
Japanese. 
ttention is given by Dr. Murray to the 
termination of feudalism in Japan in 1869 
by the surrender, voluntarily on their part, of 
their feudal rights by the landlords or dai- 
myos. The restoration of the executive pow- 
er to the Emperor had something to do with 
this but not everything. This surrender was 
also greatly facilitated by the fact that, with but 
few exceptions, the hereditary Princes of the 
provinces had come to be merely the ostensi- 
ble rulers of their provinces. In 1869 an 
imperial decree was issued announcing the 
abolition of the daimiates and the restoration 
of their revenues to the imperial treasury. 
It was also decreed that the rank of court 
ae and that of daimyos should be abol- 


This feudal system had existed from the 
year 1192 and its germs had existed long 
before that time. The people were divided 
into four classese—samiurai, farmers, artisans,

Hunting Big Game in Africa. 

‘‘ Discovery of Lakes Rudolph aud Stefanie, 
a Narrative of Count Samuel Teleki’s explar- 
ing and Hunting Expedition in Eastern Equa- 
torial Africa in 1877 and 1878, by His Com- 
panion, Lieut. Ludwig von Hohnel,” is the 
entertaining story of a hunting excursion. 
The discovery of the lakes mentioned in’ the 
title of the book was incidental, and even ac- 
cidental, as they were stumbled upon while 
the party was making its way back to the 
coast, having lost its bearings and being in 
sore distress for want of water. Count Teleki 
was a wealthy Transylvanian who had been a 
sportsman from his youth. The fancy seized 
him to goto Africa and hunt larger game 
than Central Europe affords, and to give a 
scientific aspect to his wahderings he took 
with him Lieut. von “Héhnel, a robust 
naturalist and all-around scientist, well 
with the approved instru- 
ments and apparatus usually ertaining 
to a journey of exploration. The Count 
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[Copyright, 1894, by Macmillan & Co.) 


started with abundant stores of glass beads, 
brass and iron wire, bolts of calico, tobacco, 
brandy, wine, vinegar, preserves, etc., which, 
with the necessary supplies for the expedition, 
made nearly 500 loads. On accountol a 
scarcity in the labor market at Zanzibar he 
was obliged to leave a great many of these 
Joads behind, and the journey began under 
serious disadvantages. Dishonest carriers ran 
away with some of their books and scientific 
instruments, bees with venomous stings at- 
tacked the party, rain fell incessantly, hostile 
natives barred the way and had to be bought 
off, and sickness attacked the men. In spite 
of all these discouragements, however, Count 
Teleki banged away with varying success at 
every rhinoceros, giraffe, hippopotamus, gnu, 
hartebeest, python, crocodile, wild boar, 
ostrich, lion, zebra, ieopard, snipe, flamingo, 
hare, and elephant he came atross, while Lieut. 
von Hoéhnel, himself no mean sportsman, 
shot at a wild beast 
while attending to the scientific part of the 
expedition. For the most part the trip was 
made through countries that had been al- 
ready explored,so that the narrative adds 
little to the world’s stock of geographical 
knowledge beyond the discovery of the lakes 
mentioned. The book is written, neverthe- 
less, in an entertaining style and throws many 


| side lights onthe character, habits, and pecu- 


liarities of the natives of Equatorial Africa. 
The sportsman will enjoy the stories of Count 
Teleki’s shooting, and Lieut. von Hohnel’s 
scientific record is full of interest to the gen- 
eral reader. There are 179 illustrations, 
several maps, the printing is excellent, and 
Nancy Bell (N..D’Anvers) appears to have 
made a faithful and intelligent translation.

Young Irelanders in Literature. 

The latest volume issued in the new Irish 
Library, issued by Fisher Unwin of London 
(the Library was noticed in Tuk Trisune of 
last Saturday), is “The New Spirit of the Na- 
tion,’ edited with an introduction by Martin 
MacDermott. The Westminster Review, which 
devotes an article to the book, says of the 
young Irelanders that in spite of their fasci- 
nating qualities they had not sufficient of either 
the creative or critical faculty to achieve 
greatresults. ‘Thomas Davis has fallen in a 
literary, not a patriotic, sense from the 
estimate first put on him. Mitehell’s “ Jail 
Journal’’ comes in for warm praise; so do 
the poetical fragments of Mangan: 

James Clarence Mangan was. as Sir Charles 
Gavan Duffy has observed, “as truly born to 
sing deathless songs as Shelley or Keats.’’ His 
poetry is of a weird, melancholy description: it 
is colored with much of the somber suggestive- 
ness of Heine: but ithas a distinet originaiity 
and a depth of feeling which entitles this 1lI- 
fated Irish singer to take rank beside Edgar Al- 
lan Poe, Charles Baudelaire, and others whose 
favorite themes have been doubt, despair, and 
death. Some of Mangan’s poetry is so fragment- 
ary that it would be unfairto subjectit to seri- 
ous criticism. His life was indeed a squalid 
tragedy, and it is possible that, under 
more favorable circumstances, he would have 
written a great poem. He tertainly had not dra- 
matic pores and was unequal to sustained ef.- 
fort, His most remarkable productions might be 
described as gasps of song. They have a pain- 
fully personal note, and are of a purely intro- 
spective character. To this ¢lass belongs “ The 
Nameless One,” “Twenty Golden Years Ago,” 
and ‘“*The Sawmill.". Some of his translations 
from the irish are very beautifal—notably, * Dark 
Rosaleen,”’ which is by no means a literal render- 
ing of the original, and is as much a new poem 
as Coleridge’s translation of Schiller’s “ Wallen- 
stein ’’ is a new drama. 

The field of Irish historical fiction is a pro- 

lific one but the reapers are few, The critic 
in the Westminster thinks that the Angliciza- 
tion of Irish genius is the cause of this singu- 
larapathy. ‘The critic goesion to say: 
_ One undistinguished story-teller, whose name 
is probably unknown to mauy English readers, 
deserves some praise for his faithful portraiture 
of the Munster peasantry. The pictures of 
humble Irish life in Charles J, Kickham’s “Sally 
Cavanagh ’’ and “ Knocknagow’’ are far more 
true than those of Lever or Carleton. 

Mr. William O’Brien’s novel, ‘** When We Were 

Boys,”’ has been extravagantly praised and still 
more extravagantly disparaged. It is an unequal 
work. Its interminable discussions give it the 
character of a political pamphlet. It is scarcely 
a true picture of Irish life; but it is written with 
genuine command of language and no mean de- 
scriptive power. As anovel it is much inferior 
to Miss Kmily Lawless’ ‘ Hurrish,”’. which isa 
truly original and striking story. 
Irish poetry has been at rathera low ebb of 
late. William Allingham wrote much that will 
live. The same remark applies to Mr. Aubrey da 
Vere, though a great dealof his poetry is un- 
pores both in form and subject matter.

New Yorsx, March 23.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade says: It is perplex- 
ing to be obliged to report that business grows 

~Jarger in volume and at the same time not 
more profitable. Uncertainty does not di- 
minish, but has rather increasedin the judg- 
ment of many commercial bodies which have 

urged the President to veto the seigniorage 
pill. Prices of commodities do not rise, but 
are on the whole about 1.5 per cent lower 
than last week, though then the lowest ever 
‘known in this country, and are 12.9 per cent 
lower than a year ago.

SIOUX LIKE LUXURIES 


SPENDING THE MONEY REOEIVED 
FOR THEIR LANDS. 


Will Buy Anything That Strikes Their 
Fancy=Select Good Furniture for Their 
Log Huts and Cabins=One Indian Who 
Can Write Purchases a Costly Desk Upon 
Which to Practice Penmanship—Gaudy 
Clothes and Cigarettes Still Their 
Weakness=Dog Soup Not Abandoned. 


CuamMBertain, S. D., March 20.—[Special 
Correspondent. ]—The Indians composing the 
Sioux nation are this spring the happiest and 
most vontented mortals in the country. This 
happy state of affairs was brought about by 
the distribution among them of tens of thou- 
sands of dollars in cash by the government. 
This. vast amount of money was the first 
regular payment made these Indians for ced- 
ing to the government 11,000,000 acres of 
landaifew yearsago. Asa further payment 
for the land ceded the Sioux will also receive 
during the next few months ldtge quantities 
of agricultural implements, and thousands of 
heads of horses, cattle, oxen, etc., 
for which contracts were awarded at Chicago 
by Indian Commissioner Browning. 

The cash was paid to the Indians at Pine 
Ridge, Rosebud, Santee, Flandreau, Crow 
Creek, Lower Brule, Forest City, Standing 
Rock, and Ponca Agencies. The Indians at all 
of the agencies mentioned will also receive their 
share of the agricultural implements and live 
stock soon to be distributed. As a result of 
the recent distribution of cash the towns near- 
est the agencies enumerated have been filled 
of late with Indians of all ages and condi- 
tions, who lost no time in exchanging their 
money for articles of various kinds, which, in 
their opinion, are more valuable to them than 
money. Although the government furnishes 
the Indians with practically all the necessaries 
of life, the red man and his family can find 
many ways of squandering their wealth. One 
of the first places visited when they are look- 
ing for investments is a clothing store, and 
after this come boot and shoe and dry goods 
stores. In these places they can find many 
articles that attract their admiration. Among 
the articles which they most highly esteem 
are ginghams, calicos of bright colors and 
flowered designs, muslin, bright-colored 
shawls, trunks, valises, hats, children’s shoes, 
overshoes, beads, and occasionally silk» and 
velyets are purchased for dresses for the 
squaws. Millinery stores are also extensively 
patronized by the feminine portion of the 
Sioux nation. 

After a visit to town by Indians who have 
money to spend it is only a short time until 
dealers are out of cigarettes, young Indians 
of less than 10 years of age being as eager to 
smoke them as their elders. Scores of the 
Sioux are annually becoming more aristo- 
cratic, and in order to maintain the proper 
dignity invest their surplus wealth in buggies 
and double-seated carriages, the harness for 
the horses being the’best in the market, the 
Indian preferring those with brass trimmings. 
A pilgrimage of the Sioux to town discloses 
many such turnouts, the Indian and his 
usually large family occupying the seats in 
white man fashion and casting looks of con- 
tempt upon their less fortunate and poorer 
brethren, who must be content to travel on 
foot or on their shaggy and diminutive 
ponies. 

Indians Decorate Their Homes. 

Now that most of the Sioux have become 
accustomed to live ‘in comfortable log or 
frame buildings, especially in winter time, 
when the airy tepee is hardly sufficient to 
protect them against the rigors of the North- 
ern winters, it is natural that they should wish 
to make the interior of their dwellings as 
comfortable and homelike as possible, and 
for this reason, in order that they may have 
things like their white neighbors, they are 
when “flush”? good patrons of furniture 
stores. Herethey purchase cupboards, bed- 
steads. chairs, occasionally a baby carriage, 
etc. Much of their money isalso expended 
for toy express wagons, which are given to 
their children. 

One Sioux werrior, whose countenance be- 
trayed anything but intelligence, was im- 
pressed while in a store by the convenience of 
alarge-and expensive desk which occupied 
the business office of the place. Having a fair 
idea of what a desk would cost, and possess- 
ing the necessary cash, he went to a furniture 
store and, looking over the various desks o 
exhibition, selected and paid for one whic 
suited his aristocratic taste. He next pur- 
chased pens, paper, and ink, and, loading the 
desk in his wagon, started triumphantly on 
his return to the reservation. It seems that 
he had learned to write a little, and, being 
ambitious, desired to have things in shape so 
that he could practice during leisure moments 
in hisown home and thus improve his pen- 
manship. Some day he may blossom out as 
a professor of penmanship and organize a 
class among his brethren. There are many 
excellent penmen among the Sioux. 

Indians who have just become the proud 
owners of baby carriages present an interest- 
ing sight. One was seen coming from a 
furniture store where himself and wife had 
just selected and purchased a handsome little 
carriage. After leaving the store the warrior 
took the lead, wheeling the empty carriage, 
while his wife followed, bearing on her back 
a large-sized papoose. It did not seem to 
enter their minds at the time that it would be 
the proper thing to place the baby in the car- 
riage and thus make use of that vehicle and 
save the squaw unnecessary lsbor. Perhaps 
they may soon learn that a bavy carriage can 
be made useful as well as ornamental. 


Still Fond of Dog Stew. 


The government also furnishes the Indians 
with meats of nearly all kinds, but neverthe- 
less the red people expend large sums for 
meat while in the border towns. During the 
recent pilgrimage one Indian visited a local 
meat market and purchased pork to the 
amount of $13.50. This he took to his 
tepee, invited in his friends, and together they 
hada ‘“theap big” feast. Stinginess is not a 
trait of Indian character. 

During these visits of the Indians to town 
it is remarkable how many stray dogs disap- 
pear from the streets. A visit to the tem- 
porary Indian village in the outskirts of town 
and an inspection of the interior of the large 
iron kettles steaming and —— over bright 
fires would solve the mystery. When the last 
stray dog has disappeared from the streets 
into the iron kettles of the Indians, and sub- 
sequently into the stomachs of thered man 
and his friends, it is the common practice for 
the Indians to stroll through the residence 
portion of the town and watch for dogs that 
are sleek and fat. When such a cur is discov- 
ered the Indians ascertain the owner, go to 
him or her, ana offer to buy the dog. If told 
that it is not for sale they em- 
ploy all known means of diplomacy to 
induce the owner of the coveted dog to alter 
his or her decision. Dog soup is still a favor- 
ite dish with the Indians, and probably will 
be for many generations to come. An Indian 
will gut his hair, wear white man’s clothes, 
adorn himself with a white shirt, collar, and 
necktie, cover his head with a stovepipe hat, 
shine his shoes when in town, but he is not 
yet prepared to relinquish his craving for dog 
soup, 

After several days of trading and sight-see- 
ing the Indians return quietly to their reserva- 
tions, empty in pocket but rich in this world’s 
oods. Their money is ail gone, but they 
ne that their open-handed Great Father 
will give them more in the future. While in 
town they conduct themselves in a manner 
that is beyond criticism. They dress neatly 
and warmly, many of the warriors wearing 
the finest of overcoats. Take the Lower Brule 
Sioux, for example, and compare their pres- 
ent condition with that of twenty-five or 
thirty years ago and some idea can 
be obtained of the great advancement 
they have made during that time. And 
what is true of them is also true of all other 
Indians on the Sioux Reservation. Twenty- 
five years ago the Lower Brules were consid- 
ered one of the most warlike tribes in the 
West. Iron Nation was their head chief then, 
as now. On one occasion Iron Nation and a 
war party of his tribe engaged in a raiding 
expedition as far south as the Union Pacitc 
railroad, then in the course of construction 
through Nebraska. The raid resulted suc. 
cessfully and the hostiles returned with 500 
or 600 horses and mules, which they had 
ttaken from the railroad contractors and set- 
lers living along the route. These raids were 
the principal amusement of the Lower Brules 
and were of frequent otcurrence. 
. In the summer of 1868 a party of these In- 
dians under the teadership of Little Pheasant 
went south asfar as Fort Randall, swooped 
down on the little garrison and ran off a num. 


ber of cavalry horses that were on 


the |

| hills a short distance from the fort. When 
nearing their reservation the Indians were 
overtaken by a detachment of cavairy that 
had been sent in pursuit. Little Pheasan 
who had always been considered a good frien 
of the government, did not wish lose the 
ip opinion of the soldiers, and so advised 
warriors to give ur the horses, as they be- 
longed to the Great Father. His advice was 
followed, and the Indians were allowed to de- 
rt in ce. Only five or six years ago 


" ittle Pheasant interfered with the work of 


the government surveyors on the reservatién, 
and for this he was arrested by the Indian 
Agent, placed in irons, and subsequently de- 
posed from chieftainship. He is yet alive, 
but is unknown and unhonored by his tribe. 


Their First Hats. 


About this time the steamer War Eagle, a 
boat famous in Missouri River history, dis- 
charged a cargo of annuity goods at Lower 
Brule Agency. Among the goods were a 
number of men’s hats. Nowadays the In- 
dians expend considerable money in the 
towns for. hats, but in those days hats were a 
curiosity to them. They had never before 
seen anything of the kind except as worn by 
the whites about the agency. After the de- 
parture of the steamer the hats and other 
annuity goods were distributed among the 
Indians. The red men had baa sport with 
the hats, the first ever given them by the gov- 
ernment. Some of the Sioux promptly fast- 
ened the hats to trees and shot arrows at 
them. This soon developed into a form of 
gambling. The Indian who out of ten shots 
could put the most arrows through the hat 
was entitled to it, as well as to the arrows 
which his companions had shot at it in an 
endeavor to win the prize. Arrows were vul- 
ued at 10 cents each. Good marksmen 
would frequently win several hats and whole 
armfuls of arrows. The fact that the-hats 
were liberally punctured with arrow holes 
made no difference in their value to the In- 
dians. 

Another favorite sport with the hats which 
required considerable skill was to place a hat, 
rim up, oa the ground about fifteen feet from 
atree. A bow, strung up, was then placed in 
a slanting position, one end on the ground, 
and the other against the tree, directly oppo- 
site the hat. Taking an arrow lightly but 
firmly between the fingers the Indians would 
in turn strike the arrow sharply against the 
tightly-drawn string several times, and with 
the last stroke suddenly let go of the artow, 
which would rebound from the string in the 
direction of the hat. So expert werethe In- 
dians in this mode of gambling that it was 
nothing unusual for them to hit the target 
several times out of a limited number of 
shots, 

Bows and Arrows Obsolete. 

The proficiency of the Sioux Indians with 
the bow and arrow was really wonderful. To 
test the nerves of the white employés about 
the agency they would resort to all sorts of 
schemes. One day an employé was engaged 
about some work ina wagon. Near by wasa 
Sioux fooling with a bow and arrow. The 
white man grew a trifle nervous over the evi- 
dent carelessness of the Indian and cautioned 
him to be more careful. The Indian, in reply, 
asked how near the white man thought he 
could come to him by shooting an arrow 
straight up in the air. Believing that the 
Sioux was simply boasting the employé gave 
him permission to try his skill in the manner 
indicated. In an instant the arrow was soar- 
ing swiftly into the air. Without delay the 
employé scrambled out of the wagon, and 
just in time. The arrow a few seconds later 
descended, and its steel point went completely 
through the bed of the wagon exactly at 
the spot where the white man had been stand- 
ing a moment before. The employé was net- 
tled by the incident, but the Indian, laughing 
at his agility in getting out of the wagon be- 
fore the arrow struck, walked unconcernedly 
away. The dexterity of the Sioux in the past 
with the bow and arrow rendered that weapon 
as dangerous as the Winchester rifle in use 
among them in the present day. In the past 
all game was killed with arrows, and the lar- 
der of the Indian was kept well replenished by 
this means. 

Now that the government furnishes them 
with everything that they need the red man is 
no longer compelied to depend upon his bow 
and arrow to keep the wolf from his tepee. 
Accordingly it is doubtful if there is a solitary 
Indian on the entire Sioux reservation who is 
still an expert with the primitive but effective 
weapon of bygone years. 


HE BREAKS UP THE GERMAN BAND. 


A Man Sucking a Lemon for His Cold Dis- 
coneerts the Players. 

A German band of eight pieces, all wind in- 
struments, anchored itself in front of a saloon 
at No. 179 Harrison avenue, Williamsburg, 
N. Y., the other afternoon and began to emit 
‘*Ta-ra-ra-ra-boom! boom! Ta-ra-ra-ra- 
boom!’’ John Gerner,a bill poster, had been 
taking things for a cold before the bar. When 
he heard the “ Ta-ra-ra-ra-boom!”’ says the 
Sun, he came out into the street sucking a 
lemon and stood in front of Samuel! Snyder, 
the leader and cornet player. Snyder has a 
fat, round, red face. As he played “ Ta-ra- 
ra-ra!’? his cheeks flapped in and out 
like the sails of a boat in irons, Gerner, 
still sucking his lemon, looked first at 
Snyder and then atthe artist who was blow- 
ing the bass horn. ‘* Ta-ra-ra-ra, boom !”’ 
played the band, but it wavered. Snyder 
scowled at Gerner, but his mouth was full of 
cornet and he couldn’t speak. Gerner was 
not a musician, and he didn’t know that the 
sight of a man sucking a lemon will break up 
any German band that ever®played “ Die 
Wacht am Regein.’’ They instinctively began 
to suck the wind out of their horns instead of 
blowing it in. 

‘* Donnerwetter noch ein mal!”’ said Sny- 
der, describing the event later. ‘ Donner- 
wetter noch ein mal!” 

It wasn’t so much what Snyder said as ‘the 
nasty way he said it. Gerner saw that the 
horn-biowers were agitated. Snyder tried to 
avoid his eyes asthe band still played * Ta- 
ra-ra-ra-bvom! boom!’’ Gerner was per- 
sistent, however. He stood directly in front 
of Snyder and sucked his lemon very hard. 
The man who played the bass horn weakened 
first. His boom! boom! degenerated into a 
whezzy gurgle and he stopped. Snyder’s cor- 
net was drowned out. Gerner still sucked his 
lemon. Before the band had reached the 
tinal **‘ Ta-ra-ra-ra-boom! boom!’’ it went to 
pieces. The crowd jeered. Gerner stopped 
sucking his lemon. 

‘*Go away, goaway mit dot lemon!’’ said 
Snyder, 

Gerner went into the saloon. The crowd 
didn’t understand what had taken place, They 
jeered the band. 

When the horns were cleared Snyder said, 
with a wave of his cornet:

WESTERN ROADS UNABLE TO fETTLE 
THEIR RATE WAR. 


Santa Fe Refuses to Restore the Tariff Be- 

‘ tween the Missouri River and Chicago 
as Long as the Union Pacific Persists. 
in Declining to Adjust Pacific Rates 
General Passenger Agent Lomax’s Tel- 
egram Stating His Road’s Position Con- 
sidered Impertinent. 


There is but little prospect that transconti- 
nental passenger rates will be restored in the 
near future, The breach between the Santa 
Fé and .the association lines is continually 
widening and the situation is now more pre- 
carious than it has been at any time since the 
commencement of hostilities between the 
Southern Pacific and the Santa Fé. The lat- 
ter stands ready to advance the rates to the 
old basis from the Missouri River to Cali- 
fornia points, but the association lines, or 
rather one or two of them, refuse to do so 
unless the Santa Fé agrees to restore rates 
between Chicago and the Missouri River. This 
the Santa Fé refuses to do on the ground that 
the reasons for which it made the reduction 
east of the Missouri River still exists and that 
a restoration of these rates would simply 
enable the acalpers to manipulate the rates in 
the interest of the Union Pacific and its ally, 
the Chicago and Northwestern, and that 
neither the people nor the railroads would be 
benefited by an advaece in rates east of the 
Missouri River. | 

An impertinent dispatch received from Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent Lomax of the Union 
Pacific yesterday by the Santa Fé has con- 
vinced the latter. that the Union Pacific is 
playing a bold game. Mr. Lomax said he 
could see no good reason why the Union 
Pacific should restore rates unless all rates 
east of the Missouri were restored at the same 
time ; that the Santa Fé, having originated the 
reduction, ought to panede thous regardless 
of the action of the other roads. Of course, 
it would be the height of folly for the Santa 
Fé to restore rates unless all its competitors 
were doing the same. 

_The Santa F6 is well satisfied with the situa- 
tion and does not care whether the other roads 
agree to the proposed advance in rates or not. 
Its officials state that it is doing a better busi- 
ness than ever before and is making more 
money than it did before the rediiction: in 
rates was made. Its net earnings, they say, 
are much larger than they have been for many 
months past, and expenses have not increased. 
If the other roads are satisfied, they say, with 
the present low rates the Santa Fé certainly 
is, as it can stand the racket longer than uny 
of them. 

Notwithstanding strenuous efforts made to 
induce the Santa Fé to attend yesterday’s 
meeting of the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion it refused to do so, and in consequence 
the association lines took final adjournment. 


GRAND ARMY ENCAMPMENT RATES.

“NOT NEGOTIABLE” TO BE OMITTED. 


Eastern Roads Decide to Strike Those Words 
from Bills of Luding. 

At the last meeting of the Trunk Line &s- 
sociation held in New York last week, the 
long standing dispute between shippers and 
Eastern roads regarding non-negotiable bills 
of lading was adjusted and is e ted to 
prove satisfactory to shippers. It was decided 
‘the words “not negotiable” be hereafter 
omitted from uniform bills of lading, except 
when to comply with provisions of ‘the State 
law carriers may place the words “not nego- 


cials state that this simply reverses the man- 
ner of stating the matter, but does not change 
the conditions. Heretofore “ not negotiable” 
was printed on bills of lading, but roads who 
desired to doso were permi to strike 
out the words “not negotiable.’”’” Now 
those words are omitted fom the bills of lad- 
ing, but carriers which find jt necessary, as, 
for instance, roads in NewYork, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Maryland, where Stats laws re- 
quire the words * not negotiable’ to be used 
on bills of lading, may insert them.

| PHENOMENA OF TIME OF THE EQUINOX. 


Popular Beliefs and Theories of the Influ- 
ences Exerted. 

Although the sun crossed the line at 9 
o’clock Tuesday the equinoctical storm which 
is popularly supposed to accompany this 
event has not yet materialized here. There is 
a popular belief that the weather at the time 
the sun crosses the line is an indication of the 
weather that may be expected for the next 
three months. According to this, for thenext 
ninety days Chicagoans may expect a warm 
temperature, with overcast skies and frequent 
m Being asked if there was any founda- 
tion for this popular belief Prof. Eliag Col- 
bert said: : 

The notion is centuries old, that the state of 
the weather at the time the sun crosses the 
line is an indication of the nature ot the 
weather that may be expected in that neigh- 
borhood for the next sixty or ninety days. 
Some people think that the influence extends 
to the next solstitial paseage; others that the 
influence can not be depended on for more 
than one-half or two-thirds of that time. 
In each of the | years past Tuz TrIsune 
has been call on in advance to 
state when the sun would be upon the 
equinox in the spring, and on an average has 
received some dozens of letters during the 
third week in March on the subject. A 
smaller number of people think that an equal 
amount of importance should be attached to 
the state of the weather at the autumnal equi- 
nox in September, and it may be confiden- 
tially stated as a fact that more than one coal 
merchant of this city regularly takes the 
weather at this time into accountin maki 
up his mind as to the quantity of coal he sha! 
order to meet the wants of his customers 
during the coming months. 

Scientific men who have made meteorol- 
ogy a study do not think the idea of such a 
connection is warranted. Some of them scout 
at the notion as being evidently absurd when 
we remember that weather phenomena are 
continually flowing in waves around the 
earth; hence, that when the wind isin the 
north at one place it will be in the south in 
another place a few score miles distant on the 
other side of the area of low barometer, and 
similarly that variations of temperature witha 
——— from clearing to clouding atmosphere, 
and the reverse,are merely shifting phenomena. 
Hence the conditions noted for any particular 

lace ought not to be regarded as an index of 
uture conditions here; in fact it would be 
more philosophical to expect contrasted con- 
ditions as, for instance, a clearing up of skies 
following cloudiness or a lower temperature, 
due to northerly winds, following the reverse 
condition, owmg to the e of a storm 
area over the place under consideration. 
idea may be thought to have a little 
foundation in the fact that the trade wind sys- 
tem, the middie of which averages near the 
middle of the tropics, is continuously shifting 
back and forth with the changing declination 
of the sun; that is, as the sun advances north- 
ward from December to June, the middle of 
the trade wind system shifts northward and 
moves back in a southerly direction during 
the other six months of the year. Of course 
it is easy to reason that the shifting back and 
forth of that a “oe steady 
flow of wint in e tropical  reg- 
ions alternately pushes and draws northward 
or southward the more variable atmospheric 
currents of the temperate zones, and thus 
shifts or causes to vary the areas over which 
the storm centers move in temperate lati- 
tudes, but there is a lack of philosophy in the 
idea of any special shift occurring at the mo- 
ment that the sun is in the equinoxes—that is, 
passing across the plane of the earth’s equa- 
tor. In fact, it has been pointed out that 
owing to the irregular distribution of land and 
water on the earth’s surface the average posi- 
tion of the medial line of the trade wind 
system is two or three degrees north of the 
uator, a position the sun does not reach un- 
tilsix or seven days after the equinox in 
spring, while it reaches it six or seven days be- 
fore the time of the autumnal equinox, su 
that if any indications could be drawn from 
the southward and northward movemens of 
the sun it would be more rational to take 
them for the latter dates than the former ones. 
This theoretical reasoning is favored by the 
observed fact that our spring equinoctial 
storms average the last week in March, while 
those of autumn average about the middle of 
September.

Some Old Editions and What Ise Paid for 
Them. 


Old and rare books are not bringing high 
prices in Chicago nowadays. Elison, Fler- 
sheim & Co, dre disposing of something over 
800 lots and all that have yet been sold have 
gone ata bargain. Included in the collection are 
some fine editions of the early English dra- 
matists, some “ black letters,’”’ and a good 
proportion of Shakspeariana and works relat- 
ing to America. Bibliophiles are numerous 
at the sales, but they are all looking for 
bargains. In Americana, though the competi- 
tion was brisk, the prices secured were 
low. A first edition, 1796, of Mrs. He- 
mans’ poems went to Mr. West for $2. 
Early editions of some of Washington 
Irving’s works went at prices ranging from 
40 cents to $2.60 apiece. Twenty-six of 
George Cruickshank’s etchings, 1830, went 
to Mr. West for $2.30. ‘‘ Bayle’s Historical 
and Critical Dictionary,’ of the edi- 
tion of 1734, caused lively #competi- 
tion.

THE PRENDERGAST CASE. 
Last December the jury found Prendergast 


: guilty of the murder of Mayor Harrison. The 


Supremé Court found no error in the record 
and refused to interfere. United States 
Judges being appealed to said they had no 
jurisdiction. The acting Governor, having 
more respect for the courts than Altgeld, 
declined to intervene where the courts had 
refused to do so, saying he did not feel it 
was within the scope of his authority to try 
the case. It began tolook much as if Pren- 
dergast would have to hang on the day set by 
the Judge for his execution—yesterday. 

But he was fortunate enough to secure the 
services of skilled and resourceful . lawyers, 
who had more than two or even three strings 
to their bow. How he, who has no money and 
whose relatives have spent already what little 
they have, was able to*get these able lawyers 
to work for him is something which is puz- 
zlingmany people. But whether it was money, 
philanthropy, or dislike of capital punish. 
ment which enlisted them in his cause, they 
were able to get him out of a bad predicament 
at the last moment and to save him from the 
scaffold for two weeks at least, and perhaps 
indefinitely. 

The law has a provision to the effect that if 
a criminal becomes insane after judgment 
and before execution of sentence, then if the 
punishment be capital, execution shall be 
staid till the person has recovered, and it is 
made the duty of the court to impanela jury 
to decide whether the accused is insane at the 
time of impafielingit. All else having failed 
Prendergast’s lawyers fell back on this. They 
submitted to Judge Chetlain evidence tending 
to show that Prendergast had become insane 
since he was sentenced early in January and 
the Judge was obliged to grant the prisoner a 
trial to settle the matter. It will begin today. 

The plea for the defense in the murder trial 
was that Prendergast was insane when he 
killed Mr. Harrison. The jury by finding him 
guilty of murder decided that he was not in- 
sane, or at least that if he was mentally un- 
soun?! he was not so to such a degree as to be 


ignorant of right and wrong and to be unable 


to choosé between them. So the inquiry to 
be made by.the jury to be impaneled today 
ought to be limited to the point whether his 
mental unsoundness is 80 much greater now 
than it was at the time of the murder trial 
that he is at this time in such a condition that 
he cannot choose between right and wrong. 
The question is not whether Prendergast is 
now a weak-minded, mentally imperfect in- 
dividual, which no one has ever denied, but 
whether he has become more so since January. 
It is a nice question to decides 

As a matter of fact, Prendergast is being 
given a new trial after the Supreme Court 
said he should not have one. If the jurors 
impaneled today say that heisinsane he will 
escape the gallows and will be sent to an in- 
sane asylum. Should he recover he will have 
to be hanged. Consequently, if sent to an 
asylum he will be careful not to recover, but 
he will not hesitate to escape if he can. Itis 
most desirable that Judge Chetlain should see 
that intelligent jurors are selected, who cannot 
be befogged and bamboozled by ‘the insanity 
‘““experts,”’ who will appear in great force. 
They did the best they could at the first trial 
to make Prendergast out insane. They will 
try more earnestly now. The truth seems to 
be that his condition is about what it was last 
year, except that he has been more nervous 
of late, because the day of his execution was 
drawing near. 

The trial beginning today should be a com- 
mon-sense one and not run by the ‘“‘ experts.” 
If Prendergast is really weaker minded than 
he was when tried, and is an irrespon- 
sible being, send him toan asylum, but the 
men best qualified to testify on that point are 
not these doctors, with their words of thun- 
dering sound and their paranoiac theories, 
but the jail attendants, who have had him un- 
der their eyes since he was committed to their 
custody. They know mors than the “ex. 
perts”’ do. 


THE HIGGINS EXECUTION. 

The execution of Thomas Higgins for the 
murder of Peter McCooey not alone makes 
éxpiation for a peculiarly cold-blooded crime 
but relieves Chicago of one more dangerous 
character. Itis fortunate that he was con- 
victed on the first charge of murder brought 
against him. Had he escaped it would only 
have been a question of time how soon he 
would have killed some one else had he not 
been killed himself by some of the drunken 
and disreputable toughs with whom he was 
in constant association. The crime for which 
he suffered the penalty of death was both cruel 
and cold-blooded. It had become known to him 
and his gang that McCooey, a laborer, fright- 
ened by thé panic of last fall, had withdrawn 
his savings from the bank and hidden them in 
the house. Higgins, withtwo pals, went to 
the house one night and he entered it while 
they watched outside. While attempting to 
| openatrunk McCooey was awakened and 
rose up in bed. He was only haif awake and 
made no effort to interfere with Higgins. 
Notwithstanding he was in no danger Higgins 
deliberately drew his pistol, shot his victim 
through the head, and then made his exit 
from the house. 

The murderer has given to the public what 
purports to be his. autobiography, but it will 
,not serve any useful purpose so far as his 
memory is concerned, nor will it awaken any 
regret for his deserved fate. By his own story 
he has been a disreputable, drunken loafer 
during the last eight or ten years. In that 
period he has been arrested twenty different 
times on all kinds of charges—disorderly 
conduct, drunkenness, vagrancy, larceny, 
robbery, burgiary,. assaults, and finally for 
murder. His first arrest was at the age of 
14, Before he had passed his 16th year he 
began drinking and sober days have been the 
exception since that time. He has served 
several terms in the bridewell and one term 
in the penitentiary. His entire career has 
been a criminal one since he was {4 years of 


but apparently oply for the purpoge of get- 


age. He has worked some during that time,, | 


ting money for disreputable purposes. In a 
word he has been a hoodlum of the worst de- 
scription, and that he should eventually com- 
mit the crime of murder was the log- 
ical outcome of thé manner fn which 
he spent his worthless life. His brayado and 
blasphemy since the sentence of death was 
passed upon him will probably provoke the 
admiration of his kind, and that there are 
plenty more like him was shown by the crowd 
of hoodlums around the jail. After years of 
crime and inebriation such men care little 
what becomes of them, and often, like Hig- 
gins, enjoy the publicity of their taking off and 
imagine that they are heroes, For this reason 
it would be better if justice were adminis- 
tered more promptly and executions were 
made absolutely private. But, however this 
may be, there is room for congratula tion that 
one more murderer in Cook County has paid 
the penalty of his crime. As there seems to 
be this year a revival of the sentiment in 
favor of punishing murderers it may be that 
more of them will get their deserts and Mur- 
derers’ Row instead of being crowded may 
thin out, 


UNION PACIFIC INDEBTEDNESS. 

The resolution introduced in the House about 
ten daysago by Representative Boatner of 
Louisiana regarding the debt of the Union Pa- 
cific railroad company is to be considered by 
the Committee on Pacific Railroads. The res- 
olution provides that the House shall direct 
the Attorney-General to institute proceedings 
against present and past directors of the line 
to recover from them the money that hgs been 
improperly diverted from the payment of in- 
debtedness to the government... The amount 
of the indebtedness now exceeds $60,000,000 
and the first installment of bonds will fall due 
in less than a year from this date. The 
amount due next January will be nearly 
$3,000,000. The money must be provided 
somehow and the finances of the country are 
not in a condition which favors the appropri- 
tion of so much money by the government. 
For these reasons Mr. Boatner has thought 
the present is an opportune time to endeavor 
to bring about a settlement of Union Pdcific 
affairs. His idea is that a special committee 
may be appointed to investigate the circum- 
stances and recommend such a line of pro- 
cedure as may seem most advisable. 

The legal proceedings asked for ought to be 
instituted at the earliest available moment, 
and the prosecution pushed to the uttermost. 
It would appear to be the only way left to set- 
tle the question if the government has any 
rights which the subsidized railroads robbers 
are bound to respect. Fora whole generation 
a tremendous system of frauds has been per- 
petrated upon the government by these sharp- 
ers and schemers;: They have utilized every 
technical advantage to carry their wholesale 
swindle to a successful final issue. There 
never has been an honest compliance on their 
part with any of the terms or conditions of the 
law. The original stock never has been paid 
for except the 2 per cent subscribed at the 
time of the first organization to meet pre- 
liminary expenses. Tbe directors have taken 
in other lines at enormous overcapitalizations, 
and paid to themselves dividends to which 
they had no moral or legal right. They have 
milked the government, and through it the 
people, from first to last. 

A thorough investigation of the Union Pa- 
cific railroad business would unmask a set of 
tricks and devices scarcely paralleled in com- 
pleteness, ingenuity, and systematic rascality. 
The thing is all the worse as the schemes to 
cheat the government and make dividends and 
other *‘ profits’ (stealings) were perpetrated 
by.a lot of men who never paid for their stock 
and evidently intended never todo so. They 
had not even the excuse of wishing to protect 
legitimate investments and yielding to temp- 
tation in order to stave off a loss that other- 
wise might not have been avoided. With them 
it was a case of no loss or possibility of it, 
except of the 2 per cent originally subscribed, 
while all beyond that would be clear gain. 
The people whose money was grabbed by 
them on a most gigantic scale have just as 
much right to demand its return as has the 
private citizen to want the footpad or burglar 
tebe made to disgorge his ill-gotten gains. 
The case is one of out-and-out steal, and the 
fact that the proceeds enabled some persons 
to pose as millionaires ought not to prevent 
the truth about the transaction being told 
plainly. The Boatner proposition charges 
the present and past directors of the road 
with violation of trust, improper absorption 
of outside lines, and with voting dividends 
contrary to the law and against the rights of 
the United States. These charges ought to 
be pressed home.

RESPONSIBILITY FOR THE TROY ELEC- 
TION MURDER. | 

The Troy (N. Y.) Times is waging a vigor- 
ous war for purity of elections, urged on by 
the recent murder of Robert Ross, who fell a 
victim to the bullet of an assassin who was a 
member of the machine set up in that city by 
United States Senator Murphy. In carrying 
on this work for liberty and justice the Times 
does well in holding Senator Murphy responsi- 
ble for the crime. If Gov. Flower continues 
in his present attitude relative to the prosecu- 
tion of Ross’ murderers and to the signing of 
the bill for the appointment of non-partisan 
election inspectors, he, too, will be held as 
morally responsible for the crime by all just 
and honest people. 

The Troy Democratic machine was made 
by Senator Murphy, and, as the Times says, 
‘**no one having intelligence enough to form 
an opinion will question the statement that 
it was owned and controlled by him, body 
and soul, if a thing so monstrous may be said 
to havea soul.’”’ It is not likely that Senator 
Murphy would have gone to the polls and de- 
liberately shot a R@publican because he was 
exercising his lawful right of challengmg 
Democratic repeaters, and seeking to prevent 
open and bare-faced stuffing of the ballot-box, 
but, as the 7Jimes truthfully says: 


It was in Mr. Murphy's power to prevent those 
crimes. He had but to wave his hand and his 
machine would have been ready to do his bid- 
ding. Hecould have had honest elections by 
saying the word. Hecould have suppressed re- 
peating by simply telling his machine not to 
allow it. He could have had a fair count by so 
instructing his inspectors. And the peace would 
have been preserved in and around the polis had 
he so much as “tipped the wink” to the: police- 


men, who reeognize nothing on earth so pote 
his will.

In this struggle for honest elections the 
part which Senator Murphy has played should 
not be lost sight of. Like most Democratic 
bosses he stepped from the liquor business 
and its huge profits into politics. He began 
his career as an Alderman, and, like most 
Democratic Aldermen, he was soon a partner 
in numerous franchises which still further in- 
creased his wealth. His first machine was an 
Aldermanic one. From the Council he went 
into the police commission, and in no time 
at all the policemen were his creatures. He 
set up his machine, formed an alliance with 
Hill against Cleveland, and through the for- 
metr’s influence became Chairman of the 
Democratic State committee and subsequent- 
ly United States Senator. It was this ma- 
chine, built up by every species of fraud and 
having no other purpose than fraud, that 
killed Ross because he sought to circumvent 
its fraudulent designs. Fraud and robbery 
led to murder, and the murderers were only 
carrying out Murphy’s policy. The assassin 
who committed the foul deed should be 
hanged, and will be, if justice can have its 
way against the machinations of Murphy and 


Flower, for never was a more cowardly, 
brutal, and inexcusable murder committed. 
But justice should not stop there. Murphy 
must be held morally responsible for the 
crime, It was Murphy’s machive through 
which this murder was committed. That ma- 
chine should be demolished, and, though its 
owner cannot be reached by the law, he 
should be made to feel the weight and shame 
of public condemnation, even though he isa 
United States Senator. 


THE LIQUOR QUESTION IN IOWA. 

The Republicans of the Iowa Legislature 
have passed a bill finally to fulfill the pledge 
made by them last year that they would do 
something to legalize and regulate saloons in 
sections where the enforcement of the prohib- 
itory law has been proved to be impossible. 
Whether the measure will be satisfactory in 
its workings in all places cannot be told until 
it has had a fair trial. 

It was impossible to get a sufficient number 
of Republicans to vote for a “license’’ law. 
Many of them stuck at that word, because to 
their minds it implied the giving of the sanc- 
tion of the State to the carrying on of the 
liquor - traffic. Therefore they have passed 
what they call a “mulct” or “tax” law. 
The prohibitory law forbidding the sale ot 
liquor everywhere remains on the statute 
books, but in places where a certain number 
of voters so wish the la'w may be violated with 
safety bya man who will pay $600 a year 
and who complies with other provisions of the 
new law. Ifhe pays regularly proceedings 
under the prohibitory statute will be barred. 
Inasmuchas the saloons will have to pay a 
heavy fee or tax and will be under the control 
of the authorities it does not make any essen- 
tial difference whether the law is called a 
“mulet” or a “license” one. 

It is provided that no saloon shall be opened 
without the written consent of those owning 
the property withia fifty feet of the premises, 
or within 800 feet of a church or school- 
house; that the saloon must open on a busi- 
ness street, the bar must be in plain view, the 
windows must not be screened, there must be 
no seats, tables, or games, no music, and no 
female employés. It must be closed on Sun- 
days and holidays and must shut up at 10 
every night. Most of these provisions will 
meet with general approval. 

In cities of over 5,000 people this mulct 
law can be put into effect if a majority of the 
persons voting at the last election petition 
for it and if the Couacil concurs. In places 
of less than 5,000 people the law will not be- 
come operative until 65 per cent of the voters 
petition forit. If the law proves unsatisfac- 
toty it will be because of this provision. 
There will be no difficulty in the river cities 
in getting the requisite number of names to 
the petition, and Councils will be only too 
giad to give their consent. But there will be 
many smaller towns where if the question 
were settled by secret ballot 65 per cent or 
more of the voters would be for the sale of 
liquor, but where 65 per cent might be un- 
willing to put their names on paper as being 
in favor of a saloon. They ought to have the 
courage of their opinions, but they may not 
have. In these places where a majority favor 
the sale of liquor but are afraid to say so 
liquor will be sold in defiance of law. 

Ian spite of this weak spotin the law the 
Republicans of Iowa are to be congratulated 
on the forward step they have taken. It is 
the first step which is the most difficult, and 
they have taken it. They felt the imperative 
necessity of redeeming the pledge they made 
to the voters last year, and they have doue so 
substantially. Whatever defects may be 
shown by trial to exist in the new law will be 
cured by them two years hence. They have 
cut loose for good from the impracticabilities 
of State prohibition. 


WEAK GAS TRUST ARGUMENTS. 

The attorneys for the gas trust are occasion- 
ally very weak in their explanations. The at- 
tention of the Attorney-General had been 
called to the fact that the South Side Gas 
company had been selling large quantities of 
its product to the Consumers’ company, nom- 
r inally a competitor, at 60 cents a thousand 
feet, while it was charging private consumers 
$1.20. Heinquired of one of the lawyers 
how the South Side company could afford to 
sell at 6O cents, and was told in reply that 
‘‘ gas, like other merchandise when sold in 
huge quantities, can be delivered at a lower 
price.” 

This is true, but the lawyer did not explain 
how it could be sold at half price. The cost 
to the South @ide company of a thousand feet 
of gas delivered to a private congumer is but 
2 1.5 cents more than the cost of manufact- 
ure, Of course the Consumers’ paid its bills 
in full promptly, but the loss to the South 
- Side company from bad debts does not ex- 
ceed 1 per cent, Therefore if the two com- 
panies were really rivals it would be very bad 
business for one of them to sell gas to the 
other at 60 cents a thousand when it could 
dispose of it to private consumers for $1.20. 
The South Side company enabled‘its alleged 
competitor, the Consumers’, to remain in the 
gas business without making gas, and to make 
a profit of 60 cents on every thousand feet 
of gas which went through ite mains, 

Either the Gaslight and Coke company 
was criminally indifferent to the welfare of 
its stockholders when it kept a rival corpora- 
tion afloat by pumping gas into its mains or 
the two corporations are really one. It can- 
not be assumed that Messrs. Benedict, 
Knapp, Billings, and Jerzmanowski, the di- 
rectors of the Consumers’, hypnotized Messrs. 
Billings, Benedict, etc., the directors of the 
South Side company, and persuaded them to 
sell gas at half price. The companies are one 
in fact, and it would be better for their law- 
yers toadmit it than to talk about articles 
being sold more cheaply when sold in large 
quantities, 7 : 

At that time when the Consumers’ com- 
pany had a really independent existence and 
a board of directors of its own and was deliv- 
ering gas which it made at its own works the 
Gaslight and Coke company would have 
seen it and every one connected with it in 
that unpleasant spot where Dives dwells be- 
fore it would have sold it a solitary foot of gas 
for the Consumers’ company to resell at a profit 
to its customers. Nowit will do anything 
for the Consumers’, for it is no longer a com- 
petitor but merely a subcompany whose 
mains the South Side company uses for the 
purpose of distributing a portion of the gas it 
makes,

Ir is reported that City Recorder Smith of 
Fort Worth, Tex., has notified the police of that 
city of the advance of the “‘army of the un- 
employed” and instructed them to bring be- 
fore him without distinction every member of 
the crowd.

AUSTRIA AND THE TRIPLE ALLIANCE. 

The Parisian paper, La Vie Contemporaine, 
published an article by Mr. Eim, one of the 
most prominent writers and orators among 
the Czechs, telling what his people want and 
how they regard the foreign policy of 
Austria. He says they do not wish to form 
a sovereign State, but to reclaim for their 
country and people a modern form of self- 
government (homerule), They want to be 
considered asa member of a monarchical 
confederation established on a basis of 
democracy. The writer declares that the 
realization of their desire would not in any 
respect menace the unity of the monarchy, 
but on the contray would increase its power 
by gaining for it the cordial support of a 
now dissatisfied element. 

But Mr, Eim says his people are resolutely 
opposed to the triple alliance, and above all 
to the double Austro-German alliance, They 
regard these alliances with their sworn 
enemies as dangerous to the monarchy and to 
their own nationality. It is the height of 
folly to suppose that Germany would inter- 
fere to protect the supposed interest of 
Austria in the Balkans as against Russia, and 
a compact with Italy promises nothing at all. 
He expresses a conviction that the most 
natural alliance for Austria would be on the 
one side with Russia and on the other with 
France, Between the last named and Austria 
there is no opposition of interests, while in 
many respects the interests of the two are 
‘almost identical, “The enemies of France 
are the enemies of Austria.” 

The Czechs hail with joy the confirmation 
of the entente cordiale between France and 
Russia. They are tired of the preponderance 
of Germany, for they know that so long as it 
lasts they will experience difficulty in obtain- 
ing their aytonomy, So long as the Germans 
have the supremacy they will not renounce 
the hope of Germanizing the Czechs. His 
people see in the Franco-Russian alliance not 
only a guarantee of universal peace but the 
safeguard for their own nationality. They 
are convinced that France would not be a 
silent spectator if the Hohenzollern monarch 
should essay to lay hands on countries. which 
constitute apart of the crown of Bohémia. 
, They love and venerate France because it is a | 


the distressed and a benefactor to humanity, 
and because true democratic progress flour- 
ishes on its soil. In recent times the French 
have given proof of heartfelt sympathy with 
their cause. When the Czechs*have obtained 
their liberty and conquered from Austria the 
political power which is their due, Bohemia 
will occupy in proportion toits strength a 
position in Europe which will permit it to 
hold in check the sevret or open projects of 
Germany against it. Mr. Eim says that in 
this particular the Bohemian question is an 
international one, the solution of which will 
be of the greatest importance to the States of 
Europe that wish to preserve their power. 


A. G. THroop, whose death in his eighty- 
third year was announced in Tue Trrsuns of 
yesterday, was for many years a prominent 
citizen of Chicago. He was in the lumber 
business here in the forties, subsequently 
served several terms in the Common Council, 
was a member of the Board of Supervisors 
for this county during the war, and City Treas- 
urer in 1865. He was an ardent supporter 
of the Union cause. He was one of the signers 
of the call for the first meeting held in Bryan 
Halil Jan. 5, 1861, to denounce the rebellion 
movement then beginning to take formai 
shape, and afterwards was active in the work 
of caring for soldiersin the field and their 
families at home. Afew years ago he re- 
moved to Pasadena in Southern California, 
wishing the benefit of that mild climate in his 
oldage. In 1891 he gave $200,000 for the 
endowment of an educational institute in that 
town, in which manual and polytechnic train- 
ing are tho leading features, and three months 
ago he announced that he had $60,000 ad. 
ditional which he was prepared to dedicate as 
an endowment to the same work. Dec. 21 
was set apart asa day for testifying not only 
last year butin future years the high esteem 
in which Mr. Throop was held by the people 
of Pasadena and viciaity. At the first cele- 
bration he madea speech stating that the in- 
stitution always will be non-sectarian, “a 
school founded for the benefit of humanity 
and not for any particular sect or creed.”’ 
He advised that girls and boys first be sent to 
the school to learn how to take care of them- 
selves, and afterwards, if desired, to go else. 
where to learn howto take care of others. 
Then he formally donated the institute prop- 
erty, free of debt, to Pasadena as a Christmas 
gift ‘for the benefit of the town, Los Angeles 
County, Southern California, and of human- 
ity.” No one who knows of this latest exhi- 
bition of his large-hearted liberality could 
doubt the statement made by him in that 
speech to the effect that the last two years had 
been the happiest of his long life. 


Buanp’s declaration that a free coinage 
bill will be reported to the House whether the 
President signs the seigniorage bill or not is 
said to have caused a great deal of talk in 
Washington. It.is hard to tell why. Nobody 
who is at all well posted could be surprised 
by the announcement. The fact that the 
seigniorsge measure was regarded by its sup- 
porters as only a stepping-stone towards free 
coinage has been stated again and again, with 
a warning that in no sense of the word would 
the free silver men be pacified by the making 
of that bill into a law. For the President to 
sign that bill would be to give the silver 
monometallists a deeper hold for the wrestle 
with honest money to which they are com- 
mitted. It would be much the same as to ad- 
mit a professional burglar into the basement 
in the hope that he would be content with that 
and not seek to mount the stairs in search uf 
the more valuable plunder expected to be 
found higher up. And President Cleveland 
knows this. He is well aware that the free 
silver men have declared they will accept no 
half-way measures as final, that they are de- 
termined to obtain silver monometallism‘if 
possible, and nothing short of that. He must 
know also that the Populist support for free 
silver on the now impossible ratio of 16 to 1 
similarly is accorded only as to a half-way 
measure between honest money and absolute 
fiat stuff that would have no redemption. It 
is a wonder if he is hesitating as between his 
duty and ruin. Probably he is not, put simply 
resolved to take timein exercising his veto 
power to smash the schemes of repudiators.

The area that is especially suited to al- 
mond culture is confined to Am scattered 
over the whole state, In Alameda County 
there is the largest number of bearing trees 
and in Butte County the ‘greatest number of 
almond orchards that have not yet come to 
bearing in the State. There are in the State 
of California something more than 9,000 
acres in almond orchards. 

Speaking of nuts, there is but one other 
that is ows in commercial. quantities in 
Californ » and that is the so-called English 
walnut, which is a native of Persia and was 
introduced here by the Franciscans. Al- 
though a walnut orchard is fully six years in 
coming into bearmg it yields a large 
return once it has begun to bear. 
It was supposed until recently that the south- 
ern part of the State was especially adapted 
to the growth of the walnut, but during the 
last few years new varieties have been intro- 
duced which are adapted to the northern por- 
tion of the State. It is not by any means the 
Simple matter to harvest walnuts that. it 1s 
almonds, as there is a strong acid in the husk 
which, if they get moist before it is removed, 
slightly discolors the shell and injures the 
flavor of the kernel. For this-reason walnuts 
must not remain onthe ground, but must be 
atonce cared forif the grower would get a 
good price for them, as it ¢is well known that 
when the shell is darkened, even though it is 
only a line about the division, the kernel is 
more or less injured. While the nuts are 
ripening it is necessary to pick them up every 
day as they fall. To preserve the kernel fuil 
and fine they are dried in the shade. 


A Profitable Industry. 


In Ventura County one of the leading in- 
rowing. Many trees in 
that county yield $60 worth of nuts each 
season. Near Rivera, in Los Angeles County, 
it is not uncommon to realize $450 from an 
acre of walnuts. The red spider or mite, 
which is a native of the State, is the natural 
enemy of walnut and almond trees, and et 
any time is liable to attack the leaves .when 
the air is dry. -The natural enemy of this 
small, destructive creature has not yet been 
found, and spraying is therefore resurted 
to to rid the trees they attack of them. 
It is the hope of the scientists in time to find 
a predaceous or parasitic insect,for each of 
the pests which attack the orchards here that 
will be as effective as was the Vandalia or 
ladybird in exterminating the cottony cushion 
scale whicha few years ago devasta;ed the 
orange groves in the southern part of the 
State. What could not possibly have been 
accomplished in any other way was effected 
in a few brief weeks by the ladybird, which 
was imported from Australia for the purpose. 
Indeed, it soon became necessary to cultivate 
the cottony cushion scale in order to keep the 
ludybird alive, that the remedy might be ever 
at hand to hold the pest in check. 

Although with no other predaccous insect 
have these constantly experimenting Cali- 
fornians had the success that they did with 
the ladybird, still this has encouraged ' them 
to believe that if they persevere “they will dis- 
cover, if not the natural enemy of every pest, 
at leasta large number of them. In the 
meantime there is buhach, tons of it, in this 
part of the State, which is the natural veg- 
etable enemy of a mighty army of pests. Be- 
sides this, there are sprays which are not only 
effective as far as insects are concerned but 
are also rather a benefit than otherwise to the 
trees on which they are used. Therefore, in 
taking a general view of this State, so rich in 
resources, and of its- people, who, never con- 
tent with the accomplished,.are ever allured 
by the hoped for possible, it is evident that 
the future of this State,notwithstanding trifling 
drawbacks, is destined to fulfill the rich 
promise of its present.

RIVALLINE BALTIMORE TO WASHINGTON 


Delay of the Traction Syndicate Finds a 
New Company in the Field. 

Bautrmore, Md., March 20,—[Special Cor- 
respondence. |—The delay of the traction syn- 
dicate in beginning work on its proposed 
trolley line between Baltimore and Washing- 
ton has caused the organization of a compet- 
ing company and the introduction of a bill in 
the Legislature threatening the company’s 
charter if track-laying and wire-hanging are 
The new concern 
that prop-ses to rush ahead and if possibile 
buiid the line before the Widener-Eikins com- 
pany has been incorporated under the name 
of the Baltimore and Washington Transit 
company. - The’ road which it proposes 
to construct will be an extension 
of the Catonville and Ellicott City road,which 
was chartered in 1802 and controls a right of 
way to Ellicott C.ty, nine miles from Balti- 
more. Ihe incorporators of the new company 
are all Baltimore’ capitalists. The capital 
stock is $1,000,000, divided into 20,000 
shares of $50 each. The projectors. say the 
entire road has been surveyed and arrange- 
ments made for reaching the central portion 
of both Washington and Baltimore. The 
length of the road will be thirty-nine miles, 
Large power-houses will be erected at each 
end of the line. The work of construction is 
to begin within ninety days and the road is to 
be completed this year. 

A bili toamend the charter and increase the 
power and privileges of the Boulevard Electric 
company, which is controlled by the Widener- 
Elkins traction syndicate, has been intro- 
duced in the Legislature. It provides that 
the stock of their Baltimore and Washington 
Electric company can be increased at.any 
time to $10.000,000, and can be subscribed 
to by all persons and corporations. ‘The com- 
pany is allowed to connect or consolidate with 
other companies, and to purchase land not 
exceeding 50,000 acres at any time for the 
purpose of laying out town sites along the 
line to Washington.

WAR BY CONCUSSION. 


HIGH EXPLOSIVES SET OFF IN THE 
‘ ATR TO DESTROY ARMIES. 


Wholesale Annihilation of Invaders in the 
Next Great Conflict Predicted and Rea- 
sons Given=Defensive Arc Provided to 
Meet Possible Exigencies of Unfavoring 
Meteerology = Aeronauts and Their 
Deadly WorkelIs This a Dream or May 
It Turn Out a Reality? 

To sum up the possibilities of war, what fol- 
lows is reproduced from an inspired article 
which recently appeared in the Pittsburg 


/Dispatch, It surveys the field from a new 


point of view and forms an interesting fore- 
cast of possibilities: 

** In the science of destruction as represent- 
ed in the gunnery of modern times chemical 
expansion is subordinated to hurling projec- 
tiles with great velocity. The larger the pro- 
jectile or the greater the velocity to 
be aimed at, as when the object 
is great penetration, the heavier must 
be the chamber in which the force is 
generated. Before the penetrative desidera- 
tum is attained, a degree of avoirdupois has 
been reached wholly out of all proportion to 
the practicalities of the case. Thus, weight 
of missile and velocity have been a seesaw 
with weight of gun, the advance in the one 
necessitating an advance in the other until 
the principal execution is in the treasury that 
has to foot the bills. In the higher science of 
destruction it is proposed to do away with all 
intermediation of armament and to smite 
the enemy by direct concussion. The propo- 
sition is to destroy him literally en 
masse by setting into action over and around 
him a series of atmospheric vibrations of 
such intense and forceful pressure as will at 
once prove wholly destructive to every form 
ofanimation. It is demonctrated with the 
precision enforced by mathematics that the 
wholesale decimation of the enemy, together 
with all modern resources of equipment, can 
be most readily effected at not to exceed 5 
per cent of the cost involved in the present 
systems. Ih the operation of direct con- 
cussion, no local objective point need be 
aimed at, such as an assault on a particular 
column or on a particular arm of the enemy’s 
service, as cavalry, artillery, or infantry. 
The several square miles on which the enemy 
may be disposed it is proposed to transform 
with the involution of general destruction. 


Immense Energy of Explosives. 


‘* There is no question whatever as to the 
requisite energy of the present high explo- 
sives. There is not an jron vessel in any of 
the navies of the world that could live 
through the shock of the explosion of 100 
gallons of the best explosive if within half a 
mile of the center of disturbance. A single 
gallon would destroy platoons of men. A 
quart would dismount any field-piece. Ten 
gallons would hurl a park of artillery in all 
directions. The explosion of fifty barrels 
would destroy the iron ships of all the navies 
of the world if congregated on an area having 
a diameter of six miles. No disci- 
pline could be maintained among in- 
fantry in the vibrating storm that should 
foilow the descent of 1,000 quart cans of the 
explosive, scattered hére, there, and every- 
where. Let those who know something of 
the indescribable suddenness of this most dia- 
bolical energy picture to themselves such a 
storm ending with the increasing detonations 
resulting from theexplosion of ten-galion 
packages. A worse than Bull Run stampede 
would be the immediate result. Now, in the 
light of the statements, which are in nowise 
exaggerated, but which are caim statements 
of plain facts, She only problem in the case is 
to get the explosive to its destination. This 
is so remarkably simple that the only ele- 
ment of complexity is to choose from the va- 
riety of ways that present themselves. This 
feature ought not to tax the mind of 
the well-equipped schoolboy in these 
physics. It -.is not probable that there 
is an ‘army on the earth whose leaders 
wou.d argue an advance against such an in- 
ferno of inevitable annihilation in the face of 
which their cumbersome equipment would 

das absolutely worse than nothing. A 
meager outlay in defense on the principle of 
direct concussion during hostilities would ef- 
fectuaily bar the com b.ned navies of the earth 
from approaching New York harbor near 
enough to hear the echo of the invading guns. 


Before a Shot Could Fall in Sight. 


‘**A defensive arc, equipped with. nitro- 
glycerine boats and balioons, could hold its 
own with leisure, and literally strew the ocean 
floor with hostile scrap before a _ single shot 
could fall within sight. Let it be understood 
that there is not a single element of uncer- 
tainty in the case; that-every .ciaim is based 
on a rigid analysis, is of simple and inexpen- 
sive verification, and that such verification 
shali demonstrate fairly and fuliy that the 
ironclad and the armament are floating scrap; 
that every mechanicai thing has met destruct- 
ive pegation and mere,supericrity of numbers, 
discipiine, and animal courage are lost forev- 
ermore as factors of victory in war. In this 
new application of well-known principles the 
fighting fools will find their occupatior gone 
and the common humanities will begin to 
flourish as they should. Think of it! Con- 
spicuous and almost preéminent among the 
grand achievements of this grandest century 
at the Columbian Exposition was Krupp’s 
cannon, typical of the brute force in Euro- 
pean rule—type of the reproach to modern 
scientific intelligence in its puny conceptions 
of decimation and a dur and an insult toa 
free people maintaining a free government 
and the earth’s only haven for the oppressed! 

**In the meeting of armed aggression, on 
the part of representatives of direct concus- 
sion, it is proposed to form a simple curve for 
defense, which is designated the defensive 
arc. The arc line would be entirely unneces- 
sary only in possible exigencies of unfavoring 
meteorology. This is simply the arc of an 
irreguiar circle of stations presenting the con- 
cave to the advancing enemy. Communica- 
tion must be maintained betwee? the sta- 
tions, and when this cannot be done electric- 
ally then the director may ascend in the 
captive balloon, take in the situation with 
his giass and issue his instructions according- 
ly. Euch station must have its aeronauts, 
its efficient help, its equipment of balloons 
for the purpose, material for ready inflation. 
caps of explosives, etc. Blanks will be sent 
upindue timeto get direction, velocity of 
current, etc. When the proper stations are 
designated these are at once reinforced and 
the skirmishers are sent up lightly laden to 
‘*feel”’ the enemy. He may be interested in 
a mild foretagte, which he gets in the concus- 
tion from small packages, but which, in de- 
tonation, may equal his heaviest field ord- 
nance. Probabiy when he contemplates his 
stinging tympanum—a sensation that comes 
with the first quart—he will conclude that 
there are ‘no flies’’ on the new system. 
The directors of each station are now alert, 
and are watching the signals from the party 
up in the air, and proceed as inatructed. Are 
there signs of a cavalry advance, of any kind 
of an advance? Then ‘* go”’ is the word, and 
the fleet-laden air is dotted with what once on 
its way cannot be recalled, against which 
there is no defense, for soon the air-molecules 
shall be resolved into electric darts, laden and 
a hundred-fold surcharged with death, ' Ex- 
plosions from which the earth flies in terror, 
among, around, and over all; wild, weird, 
and ringing detonations; pressure that liter- 
ally shreds all flesh; and when the quivering 
air has regained its equilibrium the soul of 
hostility shall have passed hence. 


Nature Shrinks from It. 


‘*In case the wind is commg from the ene- 
my’s direction the ‘central stations along the 
are separate, swing toward their extremities; 
the aerial observers change position, if they 
were at the center, and the enemy is not to be 
hindered from entering the ersttime cul de 
sac. Does he refuse to advance? This is de. 
fensive warfare; he may hold his position; 
but with a change in currents, then what? 
Does he attempt to flank? But he can only 
again find the vigilant few light-laden and on 
the wateh, and if he advances, knowing the 
wind favors, he treads where tornadoes of 
destruction concealed under the dust only 
await the fatal footstep to erupt the earth 
into chasms under his feet. The effect 
on cavalry? The sunken road of Qhain, 
at Waterloo, was a gorge that 
lay there in innocent quiescence; conceive 
of the earth literally shooting into craters, 
hurled with a force to which the cannon’s 
mouth would be almost as a zephyr. Even 
simpler is the process on water. This is 
when the very weakness lies in numbers and 
not a vestige of gain can come from arma- 
ment. Does any ask what is meant by this 
system of defense? What it can indicate and 
accomplish? But this is Nature’s method. This 
is the lightning; it is the earthquake, the ‘vol- 
eano; it is the direct principle that is in- 
volved when the earth rocks, is rent, and 
yawns, and when the sea opens. It is that 


. again 


principle from the manifestation of 
which all animate nature’ shrinks 
and cowers—the direct concussion which 
has within itself the power to stamp out the 
brutal arbitrament of war and usher in the 
millennium of common-sense and peace, * 
mere arc*form of line is not insisted on; it 
has its purpose in remote contingencies. Ihe 
trhaenphe 19 te the simplicity of the system; 
that is, the system is sufficiently simpie a 
inexpensive to admit of universal adoption ; is 
sufficiently potent to place all on an equal 
footing, and sufficiently destructive to ex- 
terminate all invaders, thus preventing the 
massing of hostile navies or armies outside of 
their own domains. Under this system, the 
present style of battles will meetwith the 
esteem that is accorded to pugilism, cock- 
fighting, or bull-baiting, and similar lower 
forms of fighting, and which, s0 lewg as it 
shall continue to exist, must bea bar to all 
progress. This is what is coming. 


CENTENARIAN GOODE IS STILL ACTIVE. 


Pioneer of Galena Who Has Had a Re- 
markable LifeewIn Many New States, 

Gawena, Ill., March 22.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—The oldest living resident of the 
lead mine region is Charles Goode, who cele- 
brated the 100th anniversary of his birthday 
at his home in Piattville, Wis., yesterday. 

Mr. Goode is a native of Warwickshire, En- 
gland, where he resided until he was 21 years 
of age, when with his older brother, William, 
he sailed for America, landing at Boston. 
Their stock of worldly goods consisted of a 
few articles of wearing apparel and less than 
#1 between them. They set out at once in 
search of employment and were successful, 
Charles securing a situation in Watertown, 
Mass., where he worked for a year, receiving 
as salary for his year’s service $80. 

The following year he joined a small col- 
ony, intending to locate in North Carolina, 
but soon after settled in Columbia, 8. C., and 
was one of the few who survived a dread dis- 
ease known as the “cold plague.”’ 

His life for several years thereafter was 
spent in various places, in Indiana, Illinois, 
and even farther West, and all the hardships 
incident to pioneer life were mingled with his 
experience during those years. In 1828 he 
came to Galena: his property at that time 
consisted of an ox team and a wagon, which 
he utilized in hauling lead for several years, 

He was among the first to *“‘ take up” gov- 
ernment land in the State of Wisconsin. In 
time he became a successful farmer, and re- 
tired a few years ago to enjoy the remaining 
years of his life at the home of his daughter 
in Plattville. 

In stature he is rather below medium 
height, and inclined to be stout. He is still 
active, in good health, and is remarkably well 
preserved, 

He isa stanch Republican in politics, and 
is proud of the fact that he has voted for 
every Republican candidate for President of 
the United States since he cast his first ballot 
for John Quincy Adams. 

Last Tuesday Mr. Goode cast his vote at the 
Piattvilie city election, and was as much in- 
terested in the result of the election as were 
the candidates themselves. In honor of his 
great age a chair is always reserved for him 
on the platform on the occasion of any public 
demonstration. It is but three or four years 
ago he was one of the speakers and delivered 
an address at a celebration of the Fourth of 
July. 


UNIQUE QUEST FOR CONTRABAND LIQUOR 


Charleston Whisky Constabulary Try Hard 
to Get Into a Grocer’s Safe. 
~CHARLESTON, S. C., March 21.—[Special. ]— 
The whisky constabulary of Charleston are 
having their own way now and are going into 
private houses indiscriminately. Today” wit- 
nessed a unique incident in the dispensary 
war. A squad of fifteen of the constabulary, 
escorted by a squad of policemen, went to J. 
D. Schultz’s grocery store to raid it. 
They had a warrant and as soon as 
they displayed it the proprietor began to 
show them over his premises. No liquor was 
found either in the house or in the buildings. 
Having searched everything else in sight the 
constables demanded that Schultz should open 
his safe fur their inepection. This he declined 
to do. Along controversy followed, ending 
by the constabulary going off to consult an 
attorney. They returned and again demanded 
that the safe be opened, and the demand was 
refused. They then rolled the safe 
out of the store, and calling a dray 
took the safe down to Broad street 
and spent some time confegring with their 
attorney. Then they drove up Meetiug street 
looking for a iock-mith who would open the 
safe for them, but their quest was a failure, 
Failing to get the safe opened the constabu- 
lary took it back to Mr. Schultz’s store and 
replaced it in the spot from which they had 
taken it. They sealed it up before leaving. 
Then Mr. Schu.tz was asked whether there 
was anything contraband in the safg, He 
said there certainly was not. A dozen private 
residences are raided daily. Thus far no con- 

traband liquor has been found.

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NOW THE BLIND MAY READ MUSIC. 


Invention by Miss Adelaide Carmen of In- 
dianapolis, 
Inpranapouis, Ind., March 22.—[Special 
Correspondence. ]—There is a bright young 
lady in this city who in a modest, unassum- 
ing, and unconscious manner has gone to 
work with the idea of bringing pleasure and 
knowledge into the lives of her blind pupils 
and has invented a chart by means 
of which the blind may be taught 
the theory of music and many things 
heretofore impossible. Miss Adelaide 
Carmen has been a teacher of music at ths 
Institute for the Blind at Indianapolis for the 
last eighteen months. She is a fine pianist 
and an enthusiastie teacher, and her first work 
was to try and teach her pupils harmony. As 
the blind are taught music by memory work 
and have no conception of the characters and 
writing of music this was impossible. To 
Miss Carmen it seemed pitiful that the blind 
should not learn theory and harmony, which 
must include the making of scales and the 
writing of examples by the pupils; and she 
turned the matter over and over in her brain, 
trying to devise some method by which she 
could teach her own classes this part of 
music. The idea of makinga blackboard or 
chart by means of which t pupils could 
handle the notes and adjust thém to the staff 
came toher like an inspiration, and after 
working but two months she now has her 
blackboard complete, and it will be possible 
for the blind to study harmony and to under- 
stand music as written, obviating much of 
the wearisome work of teaching them to 
memorize music. 
The blackboard is 10x4 feet and rests upon 
standards, leaving room velow fora chest of 
drawers to hold the characters. Grooves 
upon the board represent the staff, and there 
are 700 musical churacters made out of wood, 
which may be attached to the stuff by means 
of small brass pins. The board -is perforated 
by 16,000 holes, which have been carefully 
estimated and distances rheasured, in order 
that they might be - us for any 
combination of notes. The notes and 
characters are pretty and substantial. They 
measure about four inches and are made of 
thin wood glued together. Miss Carmen cut 
each pattern herself and made every measure- 
ment, making her notes and other characters 
bear the same relation to her staff that real 
notes do to the written staff. | 
She spent the greater part of her time at 
the factory drawing patterns and endeavoring 
to expiain her ideas to the workmen. A spe- 
cial machine had to be invented to cut out 
the notes from the wood. The whole factory 
became interested in the fair young girl, for 
she is a tall and remarkably fair blond, and 
the success of the wonderful chart became a 
thing devoutly hoped for by every one in both 
factory and institution. 
As soon as the notes were completed Miss 
Carmen used them to teach her youngest 
classes, and the chiidren were delighted. It 
opened to them an entirely new idea of music 
and made it something real. The blackboard 
will svon be a necessity for each institution in 
the country. It cannot fail to revolutionize 
the teaching of music to the blind and to 
make it possibie for the latter not only to 
learn but to compose works of music.

- New York Sun: “Bad Breaks by One of 

the 400” is printed in bold letters across the 

cover of a recently-published pamphlet. 

Not that the author intended it to read ‘that 
way. He did not, for here are some words in 
fine print, which make up a.total as follows: 
‘“‘ Bad Breaks in- Dress, at Table, in Manners, 
in Speech, etc. Compiled and Edited by One 
of the 400.” Of course, that’sdifferent. Still, 
after you have perused the book you may con- 
tinue to ignore the fine print and again read 
it: “ Bad Breaks by One of the 400.” On 
the title e inside there is the additional le- 
gend: “A few hints to society sinners,” and 
further on the quotation: ‘And we have done 
those things which we ought not to have 
done.” ; 

The very first warning uttered by this socia. 
missionary is full of meaning. It discloses 
a deadly antipathy toward two elements of 
the community, ar antipathy which crops out 
in various later utterances. He says: ** Fancy 
waistcoats are always in bad taste. They do 
very well for grooms and politicians. A white 
waistcoat of pique or some similar material 
is always permissible, and should not be con- 
founded with ‘polka dot’ and other cloth 
abominations.” ) 

There you have it. When this stern mem- 
ber of the 400 wishes to designate the lowest 
variety “of the human animal he speaks of 
‘*grooms and politicians.’’ His tone says: 
‘* Than this there is no lower depth.’”’ But he 
has shafts of sarcasm for a few other people, 
too. For instance, isn’t this biting? ‘' Bow- 
ery song-and-dance imen,, sports, and bad 
actors have their coats satin-faced and wear 
them rolled back,so astodisplay the ma- 
terial. The coat of a well-dressed man will 
hang straight from the top button and the 
lapels will not be rolled back. The gentle- 
man knows with what his coatis lined and 
faced and does not care: to display the ma- 
terial to the public. He is usedto wearing 
good clothes.” 

Vital Subject of Scarf Pins. 

~ On the vital subject of scarf pins the author 
is minutely explicit. He says, though it 
grieves him sorely, ‘that the man who 
wears a scarf pin stuck in ‘the center 
of the upper part of a, four-in-hand tie 
does not know how to dress. It must be 
planted *‘about Half an inch above the lower-~ 
edge of the band which forms the upper part. 
cf the tie.” 

Could anything be more clear? And here, 
too, isa concise verdict on the subject of 
patent leather shoes. He says: * A varnished 
shoe is unpardonable. When one’s patent- 
leathers get dingy looking they should be cast 
away or become the property of the valet. A 
man who can afford one pair of patent- 
leathers can afford another. Varnish belongs 
to the stable and inmates.”’. There you have 
again the condemnation of the genus groom. 

This member of the'generally dilettante 400 
does not believe in half measures even in re- 
gard to-half-hose. Hesays: ‘The man who 
wears white or striped haif-hose with low 
shoes should be cut dead;as should also the 
individual who arrays himself in a tinted lin- 
en, especially of the ‘pink bar’ variety.”’ 

But even this is not so sweeping as what fol- 
lows: ‘**No gentleman will wear qa made-up 
searf,”’ From that decision there is no ap- 
peal, and it is positively harrowing to think of 
the men who do not tie their own scarfs and 
are consequently no gentlemen, though pos- 
sessing all the minor attributes, such as cour- 
tesy} good breeding, honor, and a few other 
such trifles. It is pieasant to reflect, however, 
that by substituting a scarf which they can tie 
themselves they may quickly overcome one 
barrier to their standing as gentlemen. 

| Rap at the Politicians. 

Here is another rap at the politicians: 
* Gold-headed canes ought to be the exclu- 
sive of politicians and circus man- 
ayer. are always ‘tokens of esteem.’ ”’ 

e are also informed that ‘‘ gentlemen in the 
city do not carry colored handkerchiefs nor 
those with gaudy borders.” Also that 
“Italian Counts are partial to red and yel- 
low-topped shoes and should be permitted to 
monopolize them.’’ 

The following remarks are not very clear. 
but they have a tragic flavor: ** Diamond and 
: r ornate garter clasps and buckles are 
beautiful things, and beautiful things are 
meant to be seen.

A Swift Running Machine. 

Ex-bicyclists will be interested to know that a 
very suggestive departure in the construction of 
cycles has been taken in France. There is short- 
ly to be exhibited in Paris a machine of very pe- 
culiar model, which its inventor, M. Valere, calls 
a *‘running machine,” because in using it the 
motions made are those ofaman in the act of 
running. M. Valere, an accomplished bicyclist, 
was not satisfied with the inactivity of the hands 
and arms inthe ordinary machine,* and was led 
to design a machine in which those members 
could be advantageously utilized. Two 
hand levers .rise from the body of. the 
cycle, which are worked back and 
forth very much in the lines followed by a run- 
ner’s hands. The energy thus generated is com- 
municated to the wheels and supplements the 
work done by the feet. While the right leg bears 
upon the pedalithe right arm pushes the right- 
hand lever and while the pedal to the left—that 
is to say, the left leg—rises behind the left arm 
pulls the lever to the left toward the body. It is 
said that this form of cycle has no difficulty in 
distancing any machine of ordinary construction. 
This will be understood when it is remembered 
that while the ordinary bicycle at every revolu- 
tion of the al makes a distance of 5.75 me- 
ters, that of M. Valere’s makes nearly eight me- 
ters without the least supplementary fatigue to 
the rider. A machine for track work that will 
make ten meters is said to be in course of con- 
struction. 


The Printer’s Joke at Longfellow’s Expense. 
A good story of Poet Longfellow is told by the 

Bath (Me.) Independent. Theodore S. McLellan 
was foreman of the printing establishment of 
Joseph Griffin when Longfellow, then living in 
Barrows’ house, issued his first volume of poems, 
and worked on the book. Longfellow was very 
painstaking with his manuscript, and always 
used to send in the co for each form nicely 
stitched together. To distribute it among the 
compositors it had to cut apart. This an- 
noyed the poet greatly, and he protested earnestly 
against the mutilation. Three different proof 
sheets were sent him, it being understood that if 
the last proof was not returned to the office with- 
in half an hour the form could be struck off. On 
one occasion Longfellow wrote on the back of 
the first revise: 

Mr. Griffin, Mr. Griffin! 

If you let that *devil,"’ Theodore, 

Cut my copy any more. 

Tul destroy him in a jiffin. 

The lines were set up and printed in the final 
revise, which was sent to the poet, and then 
taken out. The boy haa hardly reached the office 
when Longfellow rushed in, white with excite- 
ment and fear lest the form had been run off. 
His relief on discovering that he was the victim 
of a a joke may be imagined better than 
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Idvls of Spring.

AFTER THE LLOYDS AND MUTUALS, 


Nebraska Officials Bring Suits and Will 
Prosecute Them Vigorously. 
Lincoty, Neb., March 23.—[Special.]— 
State Auditor Moore has begun a crusade 
against a Lloyds insurance which claims to 
be conducted by an association of New York 
men. ‘The proprietors say they do not regard 
any State insurance law and deny that they 
may be controlled by the Insurance Depart- 
ment of any’ State in the Union. As such 
companies disregard the Nebraska insurance 
law and contribute nothing in the way of fees, 
which other companies are compelled to pay, 
Auditor Moore has declared war and, with the 
advice of Attorney-General Hastings and A, 
N. Babcock, cierk of the Insurance Depart- 
ment, today sent a statement of his position 
to every County Attorney in the State, with 
the request that taey prosecute violators of 
the law. Auditor Moore calls the attention of 
the County Attorneys to the fact that the 
Lloyds Millers’ Mutual, Lumberman’s Mu- 
tual, and other insurance associations are do- 
ing business without authority from the State 
and that persons taking policies from these 
companies run the risk of being able to col- 
lect in case of disputed claims. The Auditor 
then calls attention to the penalties provided 
for violating the State insurance law, a fine of 
$1,000 and six months’ imprisonment. 


RATE AGREEMENT, DECLARED OFF, 


London Guarantee Reftises to Co-operate 
with Liability Companies. 

Information comes from Boston that the 
agreement recently entered into among the 
liability Companies or the question of rates 
has been declared off just when it was pro- 
posed to become operative. It had been 
agreed that the new tariff should go into et- 
fect this week, and some of the companies 
had aiready begun to conform to it when 
notice was received that the London Guaran- 
tee and Accident Associaton would not co- 
operate. This destroyed the agreement. The 
action of the London company is a surprise 
in the East, as it was the first to suggest codp- 
eration, and the companies in conference re- 
ceived assurance from the home office that it 
was in harmony with what was being done. 
The London Guarantee is without experience 
in American liability writing and it intends 
apparently to conduct the’ business at its own

DUE TO BIG LOSSES 1N ST. LOUIS. 


Manchesfer’s 20 Per Cent Raise in Rates 
in Missouri. 

The schedule just issued by the Manchester 
to its Missouri agents makes an increased 
rate of 20 per*cent on business outside of St. 
Louis. John Shepherd, the General Agent of 
the Manchester, has figured froin official 
statistics that the net loss on insurance busi- 
‘ness in Missouri for six years reaches nearly 
$1,500,000. It appears that St. Louis has 
been the seat of the loss ratio in Missouri. 
The town is just passing through a_ transition 
from old to modern buildings. The hazard- 
ous risks of a quarter of a century ago are 
slowly giving way to buildings of improved 
and fireproof construction. A sufficient num- 
ber of them remain to make a steady loss 
drain, the rates on which have not been pro- 
portionate. The experience of the companies 
in Chicago has been different. The great fire 
in a three’ days’ conflagration wiped out the 
old buildings and improved construction gen- 
erally followed. St. Louis has not had a fire 
to destroy its ancient architecture and in con- 
sequence risks throughout the State ure being 
taxed to cover the St. Louis losses. 


TO DECIDE PEKSONAL LIABILITY, 


Officers of a Defunct Mutual Company 
Without Charter Sued. 

Sroux Crry, Ia., March 23.—[Special.|—A 
number of cases have been filed here in which 
an important point in insurance law is raised 
for the first time in Iowa. Under the State 
insurance law a mutual company :-cannot 
receive its charter from the Auditor 
until it has written a certain amount of 
insurance, and no company is supposed to be 
organized until the charter is received. The 
Safety Mutual company of this city went out 
of business before the requisite amount had 
been written to secure its charter, Policy 
holders who had fire losses have sued the 
officers and directors of the company instead 
of the company, alleging that they are per- 
manently liabie because no charter was issued 
and the corporation therefore never existed. 
The defense will allege unconstitutionality of 
the insurance laws.

Railway Employer’ Company Licensed. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 23.—{Special.]—In- 
surance Commissioner Root has granted a license 
to the Railway Employés Mutual Reserve Fund 
company of Milwaukee. The object of the cor- 
poration is to provide an indemnity and insur- 
ance on the assessment plan, as a mutual bene- 
ficiary fraternal corporation. The business is to 
be carried on in the United States, with the prin- 
cipal offices in Milwaukee. The incorporators 
are William F. Winney, I. L. Heller, and W. H. 
Winney. The company is without capital stock, 
but a fund may.be provided by its by-laws to 
meet current exvenses and to pay claims without 
waiting for an assessment. 


Test Case of Forester Insurance. 


Racine, Wis., March 28.—[{Special.]—John 
Halberstadt, Secretary of Court Wisconsin No. 
87, I. O. F., was arrested here today on complaint 
of Newell H. Dodge, High Secretary of the I. 0, 
F. of the State of Wisconsin, for receiving dues 
and issuing insurance benefits of the I. O. F. of 
Illinois contrary to law. The three courts here 
were allunder the Illinois jurisdiction until a 
short time ago, when the question was raised as 
to the legality of the order's right to do business 
in this State. One of the courts went over to the 
Canadian jurisdiction, which rule the State is 
under, but the others staid by Lllinois. It will 
be a test case. . 


To Prohibit Insurance Combinations.

It .belongs to the natural 
order hydrophyloces, and the leaves are the 
part employed in medicine, A fluid extract 
is the preparation generally prescribed, and 
the dose is one-fourth of one teaspoonful. By 
adding a little alkali it will form a clear mixt- 
ure with aqueous fluids and sirups. It should 
never be combined with acids or acid salts. 
There is also a solid extract of yerba 
santa and glycervles. According to. the 
Pharmacist and Chemist malt extract 
with yerba santa, and a lozenge containing 
one grain in combination with other ingre- 
dienta, are very useful. The plant flourishes 
on dry hills of Southern California. Its 
medicinal qualities, says Dr. Bundy, are found 
ina gum resin, which exists plentifully in 
the powdered leaves. Dr. J. S. Sterrett re- 
ports that ‘‘in chronic bronchitis, thatis so 
frequently met with among oid people, it 
works like a charm.’ It also relieves the 
tickling sensation in the throat, which is often 
annoying to consumptives. In combination 
with glycerine it is very beneticial in cases of 
chronic hoarseness. Yerba santa is particu- 
larly indicated when caseous or tubular de- 
posits have invaded the parenchyma of the 
lungs. It should not be expected that this 
remedy will afford relief in all cases of acute 
or chronic cough, Sometimes it appears to 
be of no service whatever.

markets of Paris. will see them presided over 
by a peculiar type of bare-armed, harsh- 
voiced women, dressed in a peculiar costume, 
who cry their wares aloud, wear gaudy head- 
dresees, and talk among. themselves in a con- 
fusing lingo of bad French, provincia! patois, 
coarse slang, and street vu!garity, inmgied 
with strange and wonderful oaths—the whole 
forming a conglomeration as difficuit to un- 
derstand as the costermonger dialect of Lower 
London, writes a Paris correspondent of the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

These are the “ fish fags,’’ famed in the his- 
tory of French revolutions as ‘* Les Dames des 
Halles ’’—the dames of the markets—sinewy, 
brown-faced, bull-throated, deep of chest, and 
great of bip—line for line the same as when 
the ancient Kings of France entered Paris 
with their triumphal escort, after a victorious 
campaign. 

The place where these women spread their 
crawfish and vegetables is always filled with 
fndescribable pandemonium, and the air is

But republica nism and its new state of af- 
fairs did not bring further privileges to the 
market women.

NETTING INCLOSED VERANDAS. 


In Summer Time They Prove a Grateful 
Shelter from Flies and Mosquitoes, 


The fashion of inclosing the veranda in glass 
sashes, which may be removed when summer 
comes, is growing apace. It certainly deserves 
to do so, for it provides an additional charm- 
ing room full of sunshine and flowers and in- 
valuable as a playing place for children. If 
the veranda faces the south little artificial 
heat will be needed on sunny winter days; 
butit can always be furnished with an open 
fireplace or a stove when a chimney runs 
along the outer wall. 

It should not be forgotten that when the 
glass sashes are removed at the approach of 
warm weather it is well to replace’ them by 
trim sashes of fine wire netting, closely fitting 
and neatly finished. Thus one secures a de- 
lightful outdoor room where the lounger may 
be cool and at the same time free from the 
attacks of the mosquitoes and flies inevitable 
in this climate. Of course, no nettings are 
required at the doors and windows of the 
rooms opening on this veranda. The original 
cost of glass sashes and of the wire sashes 
is not large, and with guod care they will last 
fer years, 


inaclean pan and break into it four fresh 
eggs, seasoning these with pepper, salt, anda 
very little grated nutmeg. Stir it continyally 
for about three minutes, till it begins to set, 
then turn itinto a hot dish, squeeze a few 
drops of lemon juice over it, and serve very 
hot. This is a most useful dish, as it is easily 
prepared and can be varied alrnost indefinite- 
ly. Truffles, sliced and cooked for a few 
minutes in a little sherry; asparagus points 
or green peas, freshly boiled, shrimps, etc., 
tossed in a little butter and a very few drops 
of wine, can all be added to eggs cooked in 
this way. Scrambled eggs can also be served 
in little cases of fried bread, prepared as in 
the foregoing recipe; or else halve some 
tomatoes, rernove the pips and some of the 
flesh, put a lump of butter on each with a lit- 
tle white pepper, and cook in the oven till 
done, but quite firm and shapely. Fill up the 
cénter with the scrambled eggs and serve. 
Or some tinned artichoke bottoms can be 
heated on a little hot water, filled up with 
scrambled eggs, and served hot. 

Eee nests—Toast as many slices of bread 
as there are people to be served; then sep- 
arate the yelks and whites of eggs in number 
to correspond with the slices of toast, whisk 
the whites to a stiff froth, butter the toast, 
place them in a baking-tin, and heap some of 
the whisked white on each, make a well in 
their centers, dropina few drops of liquid 
butter, and then the yelks of the eggs one in 
each, and bake in a hot oven for three or four 
minutes,

three ounces of butter, a little salt, cayenne, 
minced parsley, and herbs, the yelk ofa 
couple of raw eggs, and a little of the oyster 
liquor; have ready some hard-boiled eggs, 
shell them, roll each one in the forcemeat, 
then dip it in beaten egg, and ro/l it in bread- 
crumbs or crushed vermicelli, and fry in boil- 
ing butter. Drain and serve piled on a hot 
dish, and garnished with fried parsley. The 
forcemeat may be made without the oysters, 
using an extra egg or a little cream in lieu of 
the oyster liquor. 4 

Some Novel Dishes, 


Eggs with Nouilles paste—Boil five or six 
eggs till hard; shell and cut them in slices; 
mark each slice with some thick tomato 
sauce and keep hot ina sauce-pan. Boil in 
slightly salted water three or four ounces of 
Nouilles cut in tiny pieces; drain and reheat 
with two ounces of butter, a couple of spoon- 
fuls of béchamel sauce, and an ounce or two 
of grated Parmesan. Put the greater part of 
this in a dish, hollow out the center, and pile 
the egg slices in it; cover with the remainder 
of the paste mixture, sprinkle with browned 
breadcrumbs and grated Parmesan; place a 
few tiny lumps of butter on the top, and cook 
in the oven for fifteen or twenty miautes. 
This is equally good made with sinall maca- 
roni, 

Eggs @ la tripe—Boil three or four ezgs 
hard, shell and cut them in slices, and put 
them in a stewpan. Now cut an onion in 
elices, boil them partly in water, then finish 
cooking them in some white fish stock; drain 
and put them with the eggs; add a couple of 
spoonfuls of thick béchamel, a suspicion of 
garlic, pepper, sait, nutmeg, and a squeeze of 
lemon juice. Toss the whole over the fire till 
hot, dish them, and serve with crumbs of 
fried bread. 

Boules au macaroni—Boil two ounces of 
macarori in milk and water until tender, 
drain and cut it in pieces about a quarter of 
an inch long, put one ounce of butter in a 
small saucepan and melt; then stir in a table- 
spoonful of fine flour and add gradually about 
a quarter pint of milk. When well mixed 
and smooth stir in off the fire the yelk of an 
egg and some chopped truffles, or rather 
inushrooms; season with pepper and salt; stir 
to this as much of the macaroni as the sauce 
will absorb and leave till cold; roll the mixt- 
ure into small balls with floured hands; toss 
them in white breadcrumbs, then in beaten 
egg, and fry in boiling fat. Serve very hot 
garnished with sprigs of fried farsley. Grat- 
ed Parmesan can be added if liked. 


Novel Cure for Sleeplessness,

The Great Temple of Thebes Would Hold 
Four Notre Dames. 

H.’D. Traill in the London Telegraph: In 
any case the ordinary tourist is likely enough 
to emerge from the temple of Karnak stupe- 
fied by that mere vastness of scale. those Ti- 
tanic proportions of architecture which ranked 
it ages ago, when it was intact or nearly so, 
and which rank it to-day, whenitisa ruin, 
among the wonders of the world. It is not 
the mere area of the mighty building which 
oppresses one, though four cathedrals of 
Notre Dame would go, it is said, ‘into the 
Hypostyle Hali. Nor is it merely the altitude 
to which the towering columns mount, or their 
enormous girth, or their forest-like array. 
You think of those huge pillars that lose them- 
selves in the upper gloom at Seville, and of 
the endlessly intersecting avenues of the 
Mosque ot Cordova, and you feel that in these 
two points, at any rate, Karnak, if it be not 
exactly rivaled, is notso very far ahead. It is 
the astonishing successful combination of all 
the widely differing architectural effects which 
are severally produced by number, by size, by 
proportion, by disposition, by the imperious 
influence of mass, and the winning appeal of 
perspective—it is the combination of these 
into a phalanx of forces to be launched ir- 
resistibly against the senses and the soul of 
the beholder that makes the great temple 
what it is. Those Atlantean columns, which 
were built, surely, to uphold the heavens them- 
selves, and which seem te bear up their 
enormous surmounting monolithsas a giant 
would lift achild, have no suggestion of un- 
wieldiness in their colossal size, leave no sense 
of excess in their multitudinous number. 
The calyx-capital into which each column blos- 
soms would take ten men to span its mon- 
strous girth; yet it opens out against the blue 
Egyptian sky above its roofless head as light- 
ly as if it were the finest Gothic tracery above 
an Engish cathedral nave. 

Everywhere the feeling of absolute fitness, 
of perfect proportion redeems this majestic 
hall of the offense of mere Brobdingnagerie; 
and whether the eye dwells upon the parts or 
sweeps the whole—whether it travels through 
the endless clleys of this forest ofstone and 
rests by turns upon base and shaftand flower- 
like capital of itecomponent columne, or 
pauses to peruse walls, deep-graven with colos- 
sal gods and kings, and still glowing Here and 
there with the undying colors of 4,000 years, 
the artistic taste is alike satisfied. So ad- 
mirable, indeed, are the proportions of the 
whole that the stupendous bulk of its con- 
stituent parts is hardly realized. Derange- 
ment of their symmetry seems necessary to 
enable one to measure it in all its full awful- 
ness, as we do there, where one of these gi- 
gantic pillarahas fallen and bows its hundreds 
‘of tons of weight and the superincumben}- 
burden of its huge plinth, dislocated and 
askew, toward one of its fellows. The cause 
of this portentous displacement no man 
knows; but the vague tradition that ascribes 
it to the conqueror Cambyses may be safely 
dismissed, No mortal hands, relying solely 
on the strength of human muscles and the 
only known forces of an age that knew not of 
gunpowder, could ever have done the work 
of inchoate destruction whichis above our 
heads. Nothingshort of an earthquake could 
have thrust one of those tremendous plinths 
into the position of that overhanging horror. 


A Bad New Habit. 


We are accustomed tothe appearance of new 
nervous maladies. Morphia and ether. for in- 
stance, are twoof the most recent additions to 
the list of human ills which overcivilization 
brings. Buta new habit has asserted itself which 
suggests acurious trainof thought as to the 
direction in which human aberrations in the mat- 
ter of personal habits may eventually tend. It is 
said that the new habit, that of “ salt-eat- 
ing,” is not only greatly on the. in- 
crease, particularly among women of ll 
classes, but that it is in many cases 
a most serious disease.
